Many are the volumes which have been 
offered to the public under the title of School 
Geographies; but being generally presented 
in a form, very uninviting to young persons, 
they rather tend to repress than to excite a 
spirit of enquiry in this interesting science. 

The intention of the Author in compiling 
the following little work, has been to obviate 
these objections by forming a Grammar of 
Geography, on an easy and intelligible plan, 
suited to the capacities of children and young 
persons in general. 

The best and most recent authorities have 
been consulted, and attention has been paid 
to notice each country according to its relative 
situation and political importance. 
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IV PREFACE. 

This work embraces the advantages of the 
Interrogative system, having questions in the 
Grammar, after the general description of 
the country; which are answered in the 
margin of the corresponding maps in the 
Atlas ; while from its affording an immediate 
demonstration of the same, it will impart a 
much clearer knowledge of Geography, with 
less difficulty to the scholar, and with more 
ease to the teacher, than can be obtained 
from the Interrogative system alone. 
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GEOGRAPHICAL DEFINITIONS. 



Geography is a description of the surface of 
the earth ; the natural divisions of which are land 
and water. 

The Land consists of continents, islands^ pen- 
insulas, capes, and isthmuses^ the Water of oceans^ 
seas^ gults^ straits^ and rivers. 



A Continent, is the largest portion of land, 
containing many nations, as the Eastern and Wes- 
tern Continents, the former containing Europe, 
Asia, and Africa, the latter North and South 
America. 

An Island, is a portion of land^ entirely sur- 
rounded by virater, as Great Britain. 

A Peninsula is a tract of land almost encom- 
passed by water, as the Morea in Greece, 

An Isthmus is a narrow neck of land between 
two seas, uniting a peninsula to a continent, or two 
continents together, as the Isthmus of Corinth, 
which joins the Morea to the Continent, and the 
Isthmus of Suez, which unites Jfrica to Asm.

OP MAPS. 

A Map is a representation of the divisions of the 
earthy delineated on a plain surface. 

The top of a map ]-epresents the North, the 
opposite South, the right hand East, and the left 
West, unless there be a tieur-de-lb to designate the 
north point. 

The degrees of latitude are always reckoned on 
the east^ and west sides of a map 3— of longitude on 
the north and south. 

When the figures increase from right to left^ the 
longitude is west^ and when from left to rights 
longitude is east. 

The degrees are marked thus (^), in like manner 
each subdivided into sixty minutes marked thus ('), 
and each minute into sixty seconds^ nmrked thus 
{*'), for the purpose of measuring time. 



THE EARTH. 

The Earth is now generally divided into five 
great portions, viz, Europe, Asia, Africa, America, 
and Australasia, the latter comprehends tho$6 
islands in the South Pacific ocean. 



EUROPE. 

Europe, the smallest of the great divisions of 
the earth, is calculated to occupy a space of Bve 
millions of square miles.

London, the metropolis of the British Empire, 
is situated on the banks of the Thames, in 5 1^ 31* 
N. L. It is the largest, most opulent, and most 
populous city in the world — containing many noble 
and magnificent buildings and extensive manufac- 
tories. London, Southwark^ and Westminster are 
considered as making one large city 3 and^ if we 
include the suburbs, it is upwards of thirty miles in 
circumference, and contains a population of one 
million, four hundred thousand. 

Bristol, a large sea-port city, is situated partly 
in Gloucestershire and partly in Somersetshire. 
It once ranked as the second . city in England for 
wealth, commerce, and population 3 but in all these 
respects it is now surpassed by Liverpool and Man- 
chester. 

In the vicinity of Bristol, are the famous hot- 
wells of Clifton. 

Liverpool, is a fiourishing sea-port in Lanca- 
shire 3 two centuries ago it was only a small vil- 
lage — at present it contains 124,000 inhabitants. 

Birmingham and Sheffield are celebrated for 
their manufactures of hardwares &c. Kiddermin- 
ster and Wilton for carpets. Herefordshire and 
Devonshire for cider. Buckingham and Bedford- 
shire for lace. Staffordshire, Leicestershire, and 
Worcester for china and earthenware. Manches^

tcr^ Derby, and Paisley for cotton. Norwich, 
Coventry, Spitalfields, and London, for silks. Tin, 
Lead, and Copper are furnished from the south 
western counties. Iron and Coals from Wales 
and the northern counties. 

The most considerable trading ports in England, 
are, London, Liverpool, Bristol, Hull, Yarmouth^ 
Falmouth, Swansea, and Whitehaven. 

Devonport and Portsmouth, are the principal 
stations for the Royal Navy} they have arsenals 
and docks of great extent. 

Bath, Cheltenham, Tonbridge, and Harrowgate, 
are the most celebrated inland watering places. 
Brighthelmstone^ Ramsgate, Devonport, Scarbo- 
rough, Margate, Weymouth, Dawlish, and Swan- 
sea^ on the sea coast. 

The chief mountains or hills are, the Cheviot 
between England and Scotland ; Endle in Lanca« 
shire; Fells in Cumberland and Yorkshire; Malvern 
in Worcestershire : Mendlp in Somersetshire ; the 
Peak in Derbyshire^; the Wrekin in Shropshire. 

The capes are the Lizard point, and Land*s end 
in Cornwall, Spurn Head in Yorkshire. 

The principal islands are, Wight, Anglesea, Man, 
Scilly, Coquet, Holy isle, Thanet and Sheppey, 
Guernsey, Jersey, Alderney, and Sark. 

The rivers at England are nuinerou8.-<-Tbe 
Thames rises in Gloucestershire under the name of 
the Liis, and after winding 140 miles eastward, 
faUs into the German Ocean.

The Severn rises in Wales, and after a course of 
150 miles enters the Bristol Channel below Bristol. 

The river Wye has its source from the same moun- 
tain as the Severn. In consequence of its being 
once the frontier, its banks are studded with the 
remains of magnificent castles. 

The Medway rises in Sussex, and falls into the 
Thames west of the Isle of Sheppey. 

The Humber is formed by the union of the 
Trent, Ouse, and Derwentwater. 

1 he Mersey rises in Yorkshire^ and falls into 
the Irish Sea near Liverpool. 

The Dee in Wales, falls into the Irish Sea. 

The Tyne in Northumberland, disembogues into 
the German Ocean. 

The Tweed flows between England and Scot- 
land. 

There are four Avons, one in Wilts, Leicester, 
Gloucester., and Cheshire. 

The Lakes are, Windermere and Uls water in 
Westmoreland, and Coniston in Lancashire.

Edinburgh^ the capital of Scotland situated near 
the Forth, is divided into the Old and New Town -, 
the latter is handsome and modern. The Castle 
stands on a high rock at the western extremity of 
the old Town, and overlooks the city 5 command** 
ing a most extensive and beautiful view.— This 
city contains an university and several baadsoxnt 
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public buildings. Leith is generally esteemed the 
sea port of Edinburgh. 

Glasgow^ on the Clyde, is a handsome and well 
built city. It contains several manufactures of 
woollen and cotton, and in point of commerce 
ranks first in the kingdom. 

Aberdeen, the third city in Scotland, is formed 
of the Old and New Town, the former on the 
Don, the latter on the Dee. Tt is famous for its 
University. 

The Grampian Hills run in a western direction 
from Aberdeenshire into Argyleshire. The Pent- 
land Hills run through Lothian and join those of 
Tweedale. The Lammerrauir Hills in Berwick, 
and the Cheviot Hills on the borders of England. 

The Universities ot Scotland are those of Edin- 
burgh, Glasgow, St Andrews and Aberdeen. 

The Scottish Isles are, the Shetland, the Orkney, 
the Hebrides or Western Isles, the Skye, and those 
of Arran and Bute which form one of the counties. 

The most considerable rivers are, the Forth, the 
Tay, and the Clyde; these rivers are plentifully 
supplied with fish, and the banks are beautifully 
picturesque. 

The principal Lakes are. Loch Tay, Loch Lo- 
mond, and Loch Ness. 

The general appearance of Scotland is moun- 
tainous, presenting a variety of bold and pictur- 
esque scenery. The Climate is considered healthy, 
and the air mild for so northerly a latitude^ — this. 
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partly arises from its hills^ lakes^ and rivers^ and 
from its proximity to the sea, the saline breezes of 
which soften the natural keenness of the air.

Dublin, the metropolis of Ireland is deligbtfuliy 
situated on the banks of the Liffey, at the extrem- 
ity of a large bay of the same name. It is spacious, 
handsome, and populous, and contains upwards of 
200,000 inbabitants. The public buildings are 
elegant in the extreme, and the view as you ap- 
proach the city from the sea is grand and beautiful. 
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It forms an arcbbishop's see^ and is the residence 
of the Lord Lieutenant^ who holds his court in the 
castle. The University called Trinity College, was 
founded by Queen Elizabeth in the year 1591. 

Cork, Londonderry, Limerick, Waterford, and 
Belfast, are famous ports, and carry on a consider- 
able commerce.

The Kingdom of Sweden includes the countries

Stockholm^ the metropolis of Sweden, stands 
on seven small Islands^ in 59^ 20* north latitude : 
it is nei:her walled nor fortified, being naturally 
secured by small rocks and islands which surround 
it. It is the usual residence of the kings of Swe- 
den. The royal palace stands in a high and com- 
manding situation^ and the scenery around it^ is 
truly picturesque. Its arsenal is much famed. 

Upsal^ is a considerable town^ remarkable for its 
University. 

GoTTENBURO^ a trading port of importance, 
stands at the mouth of the river Gotha^ and is ad- 
vantageously situated for foreign commerce. 

The principal Swedish isles are, Gothland, CE- 
land, and Aland, with numerous other smaller ones 
on the coast. 

Sweden is an extensive country, mountainous 
and barren, remarkable for the number of its lakes 
and rivers; the latter though many in number, have 
but few that are navigable. The principal wealth 
of this kingdom arises from its various minct of 
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^ilver^ copper^ lead^ and iron ; it has also vast 
quantities of pitchy tar^ deals, hides, furs, tallow, 
and honey, with which it supplies foreign countries. 



LAPLAND. 

Lapland is the most northerly country in Eu- 
rope, the greatest part of which helongs to the 
kingdom of Sweden. It ahonnds in immense forests 
of firs^ and its pasture nouiishes chiefly the rein deer. 
In the northern part of Lapland, during the winter, 
the sun is absent for seven weeks together, and the 
moon and stars are visible. In the summer the 
heat is excessive, through the sun not setting for 
the same space of time. 

The Laplanders are hospitable and brave, of a 
diminutive size, seldom exceeding the height of 
four feet. This shortness of stature, is attributed 
to the coldness of the climate. The mountains, 
two thirds of the year, are usually covered with 
snow. 



NORWAY. 
Norway was formerly a kingdom of Denmark, 
but, at the peace of Paris in 1815, was ceded to 
Sweden. It is still however a distinct kingdom 
governed by its own laws, acknowledging only 
fealty to Sweden. This kingdom is divided as 
follows :

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Christiana, the capital of Norway, is situated 
at the extremity of a deep arm of the sea, which is 
navigable for the largest vessels. It has an excel- 
lent harhoar, and is a place of considerable com- 
merce. 

Bergen, is one of the largest and most important 
sea ports in Norway. 

Off the western coast are several thousand small 
islands, and here also is the dangerons Tortex of 
the sea called the Maelstroom. 

The principal wealth of Norway consists in im- 
nense forests of fir timber. It likewise possesses 
quarries of excellent marble, and mines of various 
metals, — these the Norwegians barter for corn and 
other necessaries. The magnet and asbestos are 
also found here. 

Norway is a mountainous and extensive country^ 
with a small population. The inhabitants are in 
general strong, robust, and brave ; but passionate 
and revengeful : they have but few corn fields or 
gardens, and subsist principally by hunting and 
fishing. 

The most elevated mountains are, the Dofrafeld 
extending from north to south 5 they form an un- 
equal chain intersected with rivers and cataracts, 
which render travelling in this country equally 
terrible and dangerous -, detached mountains of 
amazing extent present themselves throughout Nor- 
way, some of them have reservoirs of water on the 
top 'y the whole forming a most surprising landscape. 
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Denmark consists of tbe Peninsula of Jutland^ 
the Duchy of Lauenburgh^ besides several small 
islands situated at tbe entrance of tbe Baltic sea.

Copenhagen tbe capital of Denmark^ stands on 
tbe eastern shore ot the island of Zealand^ and con- 
tains about 1 10^000 inhabitants. It is one of tbe 
finest ports in the world. 

Elsinore^ is a town situated in tbe Sounds at 
tbe entrance of tbe Baltic 5 all foreign ships that 
pass through tbe Sound pay a small tribute. 

FuNEN lies between Jutland and Zealand : Oden- 
see tbe capital is an ancient town^ containing about 
4^000 inhabitants. That part of the sea between 
Zealand and Funen^ is called the Great Belt^ and 
that which separates Funen from Jutland is called 
tbe Little Belt. 

Denmark Proper^ from its being almost sur- 
rounded by tbe sea^ possesses a humid climate; in 
summer it is tempered by sea breezes^ and in winter 
subject to very se7ere frosts, and from tbe sudden 
transitions in tbe atmosphere, spring and autumn 
are seasons scarcely known here.

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ICELAND. 

Iceland^ an island in the Northern Ocean, is 
suhject to Denmark, and is remarkable for its sab- 
terraneous fires, hot springs, &c. Hecla is a famous 
volcanic mountain. In Iceland the year is simply 
divided into two parts, summer and winter, the 
former is reckoned from the middle of April, to the 
middle of October^ and the latter occupies the rest 
of the year. 

The other islands are, Falster, Langland, Laland, 
Femeren, Alsen, Mona, Bornholm^ &c. The 
Farro isles are in the Northern Ocean. 

The western coast of Greenland, considered as 
subordinate to Denmark, is barren, high, and 
rocky, rising in lofty mountains, and inaccessible 
cliffs : it is famous for its whale fishery^ but is too 
cold to be inhabited by civilized man. Spitzbergen 
is generally understood by the name of Greenland. 



RUSSIA. 

This vast extent of empire, and the largest in the 
world, lies partly in Europe, and partly in Asia. 

Russia^ with the vice royalty of Poland, and the 
Western provinces of Finland^ contains forty five 
governments^ viz. ; —

St. Petersburg, the capital of Russia, stands in 
60^ north latitude ; was built by Peter the Great in 
1703. It is situated at the mouth of the river 
Neva, and is the centre of commerce, for all the 
northern parts. It is well fortified and considered 
impregnable. Its population is estimated at 
330,000. 

Moscow, the ancient capital is built in the heart 
of the empire. Peter the Great had a canal cut 
from this city to Petersburg 5 it is a most noble 
work, finished at an immense expense, and running 
between the two cities, which in a direct line^ 
stand nearly ninety leagues asunder. 

Siberia is used as a place of banishment at the 
pleasure of the Sovereign. 

The principal rivers are, the Volga, the Don or 
Tanais^ the Dnieper, the Dwina, and the Vistula. 

The majestic Volga derives its sources from 
several lakes in the mountains of Valday, between 
Petersburg and Moscow, and after winding a course 
of nearly three thousand miles^ disembogues into 
the Caspian Sea. 

The Uralian Mountains, lie between Europe and 
Asia ; in these mountains are copper and iron 
mines. . ^ 

This Empire is under the government of one 

c 4 
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moDarch^ who rules in the most ahsolute manner> 
having the lives and property of his suhjects wholly 
at his disposal. He was formerly calied^'Czar of 
Muscovy^ a contraction for Caesar^ till Peter the 
Great assumed the title of Emperor and Autocrat 
of all the Russians. 

Russia produces timher^ hemp, tallow, hides, 
flax, pitch, honey, and furs. The inland naviga- 
tion, by means of the canals, is extensive $ and 
goods may be conveyed from Petersburg to China 
through that medium. It has the advantage also, 
of the Black and Caspian Seas, and commands the 
Baltic. 

The Climate of Russia is extremely severe ; the 
cold is so intense, that water hangs in icicles on 
the evelashes, and drivers of carriages have fre- 
quently been found frozen to death on their seats. 

Russia is a flat level country, there being scarcely 
an elevation that deserves the name of one, from 
Petersburg to Pekin in China, and the same may 
be said from Petersburg to the north of France. 



POLAND. 

Poland was once a kingdom of great celebrity, 
and before the late extraordinary partition, was di- 
vided into twelve provinces. 

By the partition of Poland in 1772, 1793, and 
1815, Russia acquired nearly three fourths of that 
country. 

Warsaw the capital, now under the protection 
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of the Emperor of Russia^ is situated on the Vistu- 
la^ and^ including its suburbs, occupies a large extent 
of ground. 

Cracow likewise stands on the Vistula. By the 
Congress at Vienna, this was made a free city, under 
the denomination of the Bishopric of Cracow. 

The climate of Poland is healthy, aud although 
cold, it may be called temperate and settled for so 
northerly a situation. The pasture is rich, and soil 
fertile in corn The Poles are brave, honest, and 
hospitable ; well proportioned and handsome : their 
diversions are manly and warlike. The peasants 
are born slaves and have no notion of liberty, they 
are very clownish, and well suited to their servile 
condition. 



PRUSSIA. 

The Prussian dominions were formerly very 
small, but by the late acquisitions, they are now of 
considerable extent. It is divided into the fol-

During the late war which Prussia commenced 
against France, the number of her inhabitants was 

c 5 
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greatly diminished ; and though she was at first sub- 
jugated> and forced to conclude a peace^ she eventu- 
ally gained nearly three millions of subjects^ and the 
king in addition to his former titles^ received that of 
the Duke of Saxony, with a large portion of that 
country. 

Berlin the capital, is situated on the banks of 
the river Sprey 3 it is large and handsome^ being 
regularly fortified, and may be considered as one of 
the finest cities in Europe. It is the lesidence of 
the Prussian court. Berlin has a communication^ 
by means of canals, with the Baltic Sea, and Ger- 
man Ocean^ which renders it a considerable place 
of commerce. 

KoNiosBERG the ancient capital, stands on the 
Pregel, over which it has seven bridges. It is a 
large city, and distinguished for its commerce. 

Breslaw the capital of Silesia, is situated at the 
confluence of the rivers Oder and Ohiau. It is a 
rich and populous city of considerable extent ; and 
stands third in rank in all the Prussian dominions. 

Dantzic is a large commercial town, situated 
on a branch of the Vistula near the Baltic Sea, 
and forms a granary for corn, destined for exporta- 
tion. It has a fine harbour, and contains about 
150,000 inhabitants. 

Magdeburg, the capital of the province of that 
name, stands on the Elbe. It is an ancient city, 
well situated for trade, and may be considered as 
the strongest place belonging to the king of Prus- 
sia 5 his principal magazines and founderies are 
itablished here. 
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The most considerable rivers of Prussia are> the 
Vistula^ the Pregel^ the Mcmel^ and the Oder. 

The climate of Prussia upon the whole is good -, 
the soil is fruitful in corn and other commodities. 
The inhabitants differ very little in manners and 
customs from the Germans. 



NETHERLANDS. 

As settled by the treaty of Paiis in 1814^ the 
kingdom of the Netherlands* comprehends Holland 
containing seven provinces^ and Flanders contain- 
ing ten.

Amsterdam^ the capital of Holland^ is a fine 
city^ containing about 240^000 inhabitants -, it is 
built on piles of wood driven into the ground. 

Rotterdam^ is a wealthy and commercial city^ 
situated at the confluence of the rivers Rotter and 
Maese^ it derives its name from the former of 
these rivers. 

The Hague though called a village, has long 

* It is called from nether or low land, being taken out 
of the sea^ and defended from its inroad by dykes. 
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been distinguished as tbe seat of government^ and 
the residence of the principal people^ It is the 
largest and richest village in the world. The chief 
magistrate^ formerly styled Stadholder, has now 
the title of King of the Netherlands ; he resides 
part of the year at the Hague, and part at Brussels. 

The most considerable rivers of Holland are, the 
Rhine, the Maese or Muese, and the Scheld. 

The Atmosphere of Holland is humid, and so 
much impregnates the air, as to cause metals to 
rust, and wood to mould. The soil is unfavourable 
to vegetation, by reason of absorbing a vast quan- 
tity of saline moisture ; but by the industry of the 
inhabitants in making canals, it is rendered good 
pasture. The Dutch aie characterised for their 
neatness and cleanliness, industry and economy ; 
they are rather ceremonious than polite.

Brussels the capital of Brabant, is an elegant 
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city> situated on the brow of a hill^ and watered 
by the little river Senner. It is celebrated for its 
fine lace, camlets^ and tapestry 

Antwerp stands on the Scheldt 3 it was once 
the chief mart of Flemish commerce 5 it now only 
contains about fifty thousand inhabitants. 

Luxemburg is a strong city and regularly for- 
tified 'j it is divided into the upper and lower town, 
the former is surrounded by rocks ; the latter con- 
tains two suburbs. 

Ghent is a considerable town, divided by canals 
into twenty six islands, and over these are three 
hundred bridges. 

The air of Brabant, and upon the coast of Flan- 
ders is bad j but in the interior it is more healthy. 
They have abundance of pasture, and the soil is 
extremely productive of com and fruits. 

Flanders is a flat country, with scarcely a hill : 
travelling in this country is safe and delightful : 
with the peasantry boating is adopted in summer, 
and skating in wipter. 



GERMANY. 

Germany is an extensive country situated in the 
centre of Europe, it is subdivided into a great num- 
ber of independent states, which are politically 
united for the maintenance of the external and in-* 
ternal inviolability of Germany, from which cir- 
cumstance it receives the appellation of the Ger- 
manic Confederation. 
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The affairs of this confederation are confided to 
a Federative Diet^ in which each state is entitled 
according to its extent^ to the number of votes as 
enumerated.

Austria as the most powerfiil state presides at the 
Federative Diet as its Head. 

Before the French revolution Germany was di- 
vided into nine great circles, three northern \\z. ^ 
Upper Saxony, Lower Saxony, and Westphalia 5 three 
in the middle. Upper Rhine, Lower Rhine, and 
Franconia 5 three southern, Austria, Bavaria^ and 
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Swabia : these circles are now diyded into king- 
doms^ grand duchies^ dachies^ marquisates, princi- 
palities^ bishoprics^ and free cities^ governed by 
their own magistrates. 

Bavaria^ formerly an electorate^ was created a 
kingdom by the ex emperor Napoleon Buonaparte. 
Munich the capital^ is pleasantly situated on the 
river Iser^ south of the Danube -, it contains about 
sixty thousand inhabitants. This kingdom includes 
the cities of Ratisbon^ Augsburg, Wurzburg, &c. 

Saxony, an electorate, was also raised into a 
kingdom by the same hand, after his conquest of 
Pi-ussia. Dresden the capitid, situated on'the Elbe, 
is one of the finest cities in Germany. Leipsic a 
small handsome city is noted for its fairs ^ here the 
celebrated battle of 1813, was fought between 
Buonaparte, and the allied powers of Austria, Rus- 
sia, and Prussia. 

Wurtemburg formerly a duchy, was made ^n 
electorate in 1802, and since changed into a king- 
dom by Napoleon Buonaparte : it is the smallest in 
Germany, containing not more than two millions 
of people. Stutgard the capital, contains about 
twenty thousand inhabitants. 

Hanoyjsr, an electorate, was erected into a king- 
dom under George the Fourth : it is composed of 
the Duchies of Luneburg, Bremen, Verden, and 
Saxe Lauenburg, with the countries Calenburg, 
and Grubenhagen. The city of Hanover, its capi- 
tal, is regularly fortified and contains about fifteen 
thousand inhabitants. 
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Hamburg a fine and impeiial city^ is seated on 
the Elbe $ it is one of the first commercial ports in 
Europe. 

Frankfort on the Maine, is the seat of the Fe- 
derative Diet, and a dty of great commerce. 

The principal rivers of Germany are, the Danube^ 
the Rhine, the Maine, the Weser, the Elbe, and 
the Oder. 

The climate of Germany is temperate and whole- 
some, more inclinable to cold than heat ; the soil 
is rich and fertile both for corn and pasture. The 
Germans are in general open, brave, and hospit- 
able, fair and honest in their dealings, and good 
soldiers. They possess great genius in mechanical 
and classical learning, and have distinguished them- 
selves in literature and science. 



AUSTRIAN DOMINIONS. 
The Austrian Empire comprehends Austria. Bo- 
hemia, Gallicia, Moravia, part of Poland, Transyl- 
vania, Sclavonia, Croatia, the Tyrol, part of Dal- 
matia and Lombardy, including the territories of 
Milan and Venice in Italy.

Vienna, the metropolis of Austria is situated on 
the Danube : this city contains many beautiful and 
magnificent buildings, among which is the church 
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of St. Stephen's^ a gothic structure adorned with 
many pieces of sculpture > the roof is covered with 
glazed tiles of various colours. It contains ahout 
230,000 inhabitants. 

Prague in Bohemia, stands on the Mulda, and 
is divided into three parts by that river ; it is a 
fine handsome city, with many noble edifices, bat 
a place of very little commerce, containing about 
90,000 inhabitants. It has been the scene of 
great battles. 

Gallicia, the southern part of this kingdom, 
now only remains to Austria, the northern division 
being annexed to the Duchy of Warsaw, and the 
western to the Bishopric of Cracow. 

MoRAYiA is subject to Austria, Olmutz, its capi- 
tal, is a well fortified town.

Prebbubo, the metropolis of the kingdom, is a 
well built city, and stands in a fine situation on the 
banks of the Danube ^ the number of its inhabi- 
tants, is about 26,000. 

Buda, situated on the same river, was once the 
residence of the kings of Hungary. The royal 
palace is a stately pile of building ; and the hospi- 
tal for invalids, now used as barracks, is fine and 
spacious. It contains a population of about thirty 
thousand. 
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Stiria^ Carinthia^ and Carniola are ducbics of 
Austria. Istria^ formerly possessed by Venice and 
Austria, is now entirely ceded to tbe latter. Tyrol, 
a country in Germany is in tbe circle of Austria. 

Tbe Hungarians are in general of good stature 
and well proportioned, brave, bardy, military, but 
baugbty, proud, and vindictive. Tbe country in 
most of tbe parts subject to Austria, is mountainous, 
but tbe land is extremely fertile.

France, situated nearly in tbe centre of Europe,

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Paris, the metropolis of France is situated on 
the Seine in 48° 50* north latitude. It is a fine 
handsome ctty^ containing many magnificent public 
buildings, the most remarkable of which are, the 
Liixembonrg, Exchange, Pantheon, and the Louvre. 
The environs of Paris are very pleasant, and con- 
tain a number of fine seats, small towns, and 
villages ^ some of them being scattered on the 
edges of hills rising from the Seine, are remarkably 
delightful. 

FoNTAiNBLEAu, is buUt in the middle of a forest 
of the same name, eleven leagues south of Paris. 
It has a superb Chateau or palace, which was the 
scene of Buonaparte's first abdication. 

Amiens, the capital of the department of the 
Somme, is an ancient town. Here the treaty of 
peace in 1802 was concluded. 

Calais stands on the narrowest part of the 
Channel opposite to Dover, and is the nearest port to 
England. It is furnished with a good citadel, and 
the harbour is defended by many forts. This town 
was lost to England in the reign of Mary. 

Rouen is a large and populous town. The stee- 
ple of St. Ouen is an elegant gothic structure. 
Here the Maid of Orleans, if we may credit histo- 
rians, was executed. 

Bordeaux, a fine city on the Garonne, is famous 
for wine, 

Nantz, on the Loire is a rich commercial city, 
containing many institutions for the encouragement 
of arts and sciences. 
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Lyons^ a considerable town is seated at the con- 
fluence of the Saone and the Rhone, and ranks as 
one of the first commercial cities in France. It 
contains manufactories of silks, gold and silver 
stuffs/ tafetas, damasks, mohairs, &c. There are 
still to be seen some vestiges of the magnificent 
works, with which the Romans formerly embel- 
lished this city. 

MoNTPELiER stands near the river Lez, five 
miles from the MediteiTanean : it has been famous 
for its school of medicine. 

NiSMES is celebrated for its antiquities 3 here are 
the stately remains of a Roman Amphitheatre, and 
the Maision Caiefe, supposed to have been erected 
by the Emperor Adrian 3 also some fine remains of 
Roman Baths, and the ruins of an ancient temple, 
which according to tradition was dedicated to 
Diana. 

C0R8ICA, an island in the Mediterranean, situated 
between 41*> and 43*> north latitude, and 9° and 10<> 
east longitude, is mountainous and woody. Bastia, 
its capital lies on the north east side of the island -, it 
has a good harbour and castle, and is well fortified. 
This island produces vast quantities of honey, asbes- 
tos, &c., and is distinguished from its having given 
birth to the Great Napoleon. 

Savoy, with a part of Germany belonging to the 
Archbishopric of Mentz, has been annexed to 
France. 

Nice, is a department of France under the name 
of Maritime Alps. Chief town Nice. 
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Avignon and the country of Venaissir^ have been 
incorporated into the department of Vaucluse. 

The principal islands belonging to France are, 
Corsica and the isles of Hierres in the Mediterra- 
nean Sea, Ushant, Rh^, and Belle Isle, in th^ Bay 
of Biscay. 

The chief rivers are the Rhone, the Garonne, 
the Loire, the Seine, and the Somme. 

The mountains are, the Alps which form a 
boundary between France, Italy, and Germany, 
the Pyrenees between France and Spain, and 
Mount Jura between France and Switzerland. 

The climate of France is temperate, and the air fine 
and salubrious^ in the south it is so mild that inva- 
lids retire thither, to avoid the severity of winter in 
northern climates, and upon the whole it may be 
reckoned one of the finest countries in Europe : the 
soil is excellent, producing wine, corn, fruit, &c. in 
abundance. 

The French are, a polished, gallant, and cour- 
ageous people, and have lately evinced a decided 
spirit of freedom, in a complete change of govern- 
ment. 



SWITZERLAND. 

Switzerland is a small, mountainous country 
lying upon the Alps, between France, Germany^ 
and Italy. It 19 divided into twenty two cantons, 
viz.

Berne^ the capital of Switzerland stands on the 
river Aar : it is a neat and beautiful city^ contain- 
ing many libraries^ and collections of natural curi- 
osities. The great cburcb built in 1425^ is consi- 
dered a fine piece of architecture. The celebrated 
William Tell was a native of this city. 

Geneva is distinguished for the beauty of its 
situation ; also for its religion^ laws> and learning. 
Near this city is the village of I-erney, where, 
Voltaire passed the last years of his life. The 
Lake of Geneva long celebrated for its picturesque 
scenes^ forms a kind of crescent forty miles in ex- 
tent, the water is clear, and abounds in excellent 
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Lausanne^ is delightfully situated about two 
miles from the Lake of Geneva : here died the ce- 
lebrated English chemist^ Sir Humphrey Davy^ 
and the great comedian^ John Kemble. 

Baslk stands on the Rhine ; this was once the 
most populous town in Switzerland, but at present 
it contains not more than twelve thousand inhabi- 
tants. The Rhine after flowing many miles from 
east to west^ here suddenly changes its course to 
the north. 

The art of making paper was invented here. 

Zurich, an ancient and considerable town is 
situated at the north east extremity of a lake of the 
same name. It contains an academy, four churches, 
an M'senal, and several manufactories. Here are to 
be seen the bow and arrow with which William Tell 
shot the apple from his son^s head. 

The chief rivers are, the Rhine and the Rhone, 
two of the grandest in Europe ; they derive their 
sources from the mountains of Switzerland 3 the 
Alps divide Italy from that- country. Mount St. 
Gothard and Mount Bl^nc are the highest in 
Europe. 

In consequence of the altitude of Switzerland, 
the climate is rendered very unequal 5 the frosts 
being extraordinarily severe. The vallies are warm 
and fertile, whilst the higher parts are sharp and 
piercing, and many of the mountains are always 
covered with snow. 

The Swiss are distinguished for their bravery, 
honesty, industry, and a faithful regard to their 
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woi d^ a simplicity of manners, and mtaffected frank- 
ness, accompanied with an invincible spirit of free- 
dom, and a zealous attachment to the liberties of 
their country. 

ITALY. 

Italy is a peninsula extending in a direction 
from north west to south east, and washed on three 
sides by the Mediterranean Sea. It is formed into

The Pope, the States of the Church. 

Ferdinand the 4th^ King of the two Sicilies^ 
Naples. 

Rome, the capital of the Pope's territories, and 
his usual residence, stands on the Tiber. This city 
was in the time of Augustus, the most flourishing 
in the world, but it is now on the decline. The 
Vatican, and Noblemen's seats abound in fine paint- 
ings, statues, &c. The noble ruins and superb 
buildings still convey to the spectator some idea of 
its ancient splendour. The church of St. Peter is 
a magnificent building, and is considered the grand- 
est display of architecture in the world. 

Milan the capital of the dukedom which again 
belongs to Austria, is a large and populous city 
containing 125,000 inhabitants. The cathedral is 
a curiosity, built of white solid marble. 

Venice is one of the finest cities in Europe; its 
situation is singular, being built on low islets^ in 
the Adriatic or Gulf of Venice. It is intersected 
by numerous canals, and the main city is sur- 
rounded with several islands, many of them occu- 
pied by convents. 

Mantua is a strong city built on a small island 
in the middle of a lake^ having many other lakes in 
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ks environs. It is famed for standing a long siege> 
and for giving birth to the poet Virgil. 

Turin the capital of Piedmont seated at the 
confluence of the Po and Duro^ is a fine city^ and 
though not very large^ is populous. This province 
produces com> wine^ and silks^ and is remarkable 
for its fine mulberry trees. 

Genoa^ a city on the coast of the Mediterranean^ 
contains several palaces^ churches^ convents^ and 
hospitals^ several of them are elegantly built with 
marble. Its manufactures consist of silk^ velvet, 
damask, gold and silver tissues, gloves, lace, &c. 

Florence the capital of Tuscany, and a city 
long distinguished for paintings, sculpture, and 
architecture. This seat of elegance is divided into 
two parts by the river Arno. It is moreover beau- 
tifully surrounded by vineyards and delightful villas 
&c. 

Leghorn is a free port, and a strongly fortified 
town 3 a place of great commerce and much fre- 
quented by the English and other foreigners. The 
population amounts to fifty thousand. 

Arezzo, is the birth place of Petrarch, also of 
Guy Aretin, the inventor of musical notes. 

Naples the capital of the kingdom of the same 
name, is one of the largest cities in Europe, situated 
on the finest bay in the world, both for its beauty 
and extent. It is built in the form of an amphi- 
theatre corresponding with the bay 5 and is fifteen 
miles in circumference, containing within its walls 
400,000 inhabitants, and about 100,000 in the 
'iuburbs. 
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Sicily^ one of the finest islands in Europe is 
separated from Italy by the strait of Messina. Its 
capital is Palermo^ containing about one hundred 
and seventy thousand inhabitants. The other chief 
towns are Messina and Syracuse: the latter is 
famous as the birth place of Archimedes. 

Near the strait of Messina are the famous Scylla 
and Charybdis of the ancients^ the former a rock 
situated on the side of Italy^ the latter a whirlpool 
on the coast of Sicily. 

Sardinia a large island situated in the centre of 
the Mediterranean Sea. The chief town Cagliari^ 
is a well built city containing about 50^000 
inhabitants. 

Elba lies between Corsica and Tuscany^ and is 
famous for its iron mines^ and as the chosen retreat 
of the Emperor Napoleon when he abdicated the 
throne of France in 1814. 

Malta, the scripture Melita, lies sixty miles 
south of Sicily 3 this island formerly belonged to 
the Knights of Malta 3 but it is now in the hands 
of the English. 

The Lipari Isles lie to the north of Sicily. 

The most considerable rivers of Italy are, the 
Po, the Adige, the Arno, and the Tiber. The 
gulfs are^ the Adriatic, sometimes called a sea, the 
Gulf of Tarento, and the Gulf of Genoa. The 
capes are, Spartivento, Otranto, Colonne, Leuca, 
and Testa. 

The mountains of Italy are, the Alps which di- 
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vide it from France^ and the Apennines^ which 
run through almost the whole extent of the country^ 
Mount Vesuvius celehrated for its volcano^ lies five 
miles from the city of Naples. Etna in Sicily is 
another volcanic mountain^ the hase of which is 
eighty miles in circumference. 

The air of Italy is temperate and fine^ the soil 
rich and fertile^ producing a variety of wine^ fruity 
and perhaps the hest oil in the worlds also wheats 
rice, and silk in ahundance. 

The Italians are in general well proportioned, 
active, and handsome, with countenances of great 
expression. They are sensible and polite 3 but vin- 
dictive and superstitious. They excel in painting, 
sculpture, and music. 



SPAIN. 

Spain is of considerable extent, situated in a 
commanding situation in the south of Europe, It

Madrid^ the capitnl of the kingdom, stands in 
the middle of a large plain surrounded by moun- 
tains> and has several noble buildings, superb 
churches, and stately monasteries, containing many 
fine paintings. The inhabitants are about one 
hundred and fifty thousand. 

Toledo is a city on the Tagus, famous for its 
manufactory of sword blades. 

The £scurial is situated half way in the ascent 
of the chain of mountains, which terminate Old 
Castile; it is considered to be the most costly palace 
in Europe. 

Barcelona, the capital of Catalonia is a fine 
handsome city, seated on the coast of the Mediter- 
ranean : it possesses a good harbour for shipping, 
and the public buildings are elegant. It is a place 
of great commerce, and manufactures glass, steel, 
iron, silk, and woollen. 

CoRUNNA, a sea port of Gallicia, — ^liere a cele- 
brated battle was fought between the French and 
English in the year 1809. Sir John Moore was 
killed in the engagement. 

Seville, is one of the finest cities in Spain, and 
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contains many magnificent buildings; the most re- 
markable is the Cathedra), the ascent of its steeple 
is spiral and without steps, so that a person may 
ride to the top either on horseback or in a carriage. 

Granada, a large handsome city built on four 
hills. The scenery around it is truly enchanting. 
This city was formerly possessed by the Moors. 

Cadiz, situated on a small island on the south 
west coast; forms a fine commercial port, and 
possesses arsenals and docks for the navy. 

Carthagena, is a fine sea port on the Mediter- 
ranean. This city was named after the City of 
Carthage : it was from this place that Hannibal 
marched when he invaded Italy. 

Gibraltar, a celebrated town and fortress, in 
the south of Spain, is situated on a rock (at the foot 
of a mountain) at the entrance of the Mediterra- 
nean Sea, opposite to mount Abyla in Africa. This 
I)romontory has been in the possession of the £ng- 
ish, ever since 1704. The Ancients called mount 
Abyla and Gibraltar the " Pillars of Hercules.*' 

The Islands lying near Spain are, Majorca, 
Minorca, and Ivica, called the Balearic Isles; they 
are celebrated for their fertility and fine climate. 

The principal Capes are, Ortegal, Finisterre, and 
Trafalgar. The rivers are, the Ebro, the Tagus, 
the Guadiana, and the Guadalquiver. 

The mountains in Spain are numerous, the prin- 
cipal are the Pyrenees^ which separate this kingdom 
from France.

The atmosphere of Spain is remarkably pure^ 
and the air salubrious^ the heat in summer is ex- 
cessiye> and the winters towards the north are ge- 
nerally vei-y severe. The soil is abundantly fruitRil^ 
and produces delicious fruit and wine :; also corn^ 
grain^ drugs> and metals -, silk and wool are the 
principal articles of exportation. 

The Spaniards are rather tall> and have dark 
complexions with fine sparkling black eyes^ and 
black hair. They are brave^ patient^ and sober 3 
grave and politic^ but proud and haughty. 



PORTUGAL. 

Portugal lies between Spain and the Atlantic 
Ocean^ and is the most westerly kingdom in Eu- 
rope. It contains the following provinces^ viz. : —

Lisbon^ the capital is seated on the Tagus. It 
is a fine sea port, and the harbour is spacious and 
secure. This city in 1755 was destroyed by an 
earthquake^ but it has since been rebuilt in an ele- 
gant manner. 

Oporto on the Douro, is a city of considerable 
commerce and opulence^ famous for red wines 
called Port. 

The Azores a cluster of fine islands in the Atlan- 
tic Ocean, situated 30° north latitude and 28° west 
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longitude^ are subject to Portugal^ and enjoy the 
finest climate in the world. There are nine in 
number^ and are extremely fertile in corn, wine, 
and fruit. 

Madeira is also subject to Portugal producing 
excellent wine. 

The principal rivers are, the Minho, the Douro, 
the Tagus, and the Guadiana, which have their 
origin in Spain. 

The climate of Portugal is mild, but the soil is 
not in general so well cultivated for corn as in 
Spain $ it produces the same sort of fruits but not 
equal in flavour. The wines are generally es- 
teemed. 

The Portuguese resemble in manners and cus- 
toms the Spaniards, but are not so tall in person. 



TURKEY IN EUROPE. 

Turkey in Europe formerly included Ancient 
Greece and many other countries, once esteemed 
the finest in the world. It contains the following

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Moldavia, Bessarabia^ and Wallachia have been 
recently ceded to the Russian Empire^ and Greece 
is erected into an independent nation. 

Constantinople^ the metropolis of Turkey is 
finely situated in 4 1 <* north latitude. Tt stands upon 
seven hills^ on a point of the main land lying be- 
tween the Sea of Marmora and the Black Sea. 
The yiew of this city from the harbour is the finest 
imaginable^ but the grand distant prospect^ serves 
only to render more acute the disapointment which 
arises from its interior wretchedness. This city 
was called by the ancients^ Byzantium. 

Adrianople^ the second city in the empire was 
formerly the capital^ and was built by the Emperor 
Adrian. 

Belgrade stands on the Danube^ this city is 
strongly fortified^ and contains about 25^000 
inhabitants. 

Salonica^ anciently called Thessalonica is the 
capital of Macedonia. It is a considerable sea poit^ 
and a place of great commerce^ containing aoout 
70^000 inhabitants. Cicero resided here during 
part of the time he remaind in exile. 

In the province of Macedonia are the plains of 
Phillippi, famous for the victory obtained by Augus- 
tus and Mark Antony, over Brutus and Cassius. 

Larissa, a town of Thessaly famous for being 
the residence of Achilles, also as the place to which 
Pompey fled after being defeated by Caesar at the 
battle of Phanalia. 
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Athens was tbe celebrated capital of ancient 
Attica^ but now of Livadia. Its magnificent ruins 
convey some idea of its former grandeur. 

Tbe celebrated city of Corinth is now in ruins. 
Xenopbon tbe famous general and bistorian^ died 
bere 359 years B. C. 

Delphos is now reduced to a village called Gas- 
trin and Sparta now Misitra^ is an inconsiderable 
place. 

Tbe principal mountains are, Pindus and Olym- 
pus, which separate Thessaly from Epirus, Mount 
Athos celebrated for its loftiness stands on a penin- 
sula that runs into tbe Archipelago ; it is now in- 
habited by thousands of monks and hermits 3 Par- 
nassus in Achaia, and Haemus are celebrated in 
classic history. 

Tbe Turkish islands include Candia, Negropont, 
Cerigo, -^gina, licmnos, Thaos, Cyprus, Rhodes, 
and others in and tbe Archipelago. The principal 
island is Candia, anciently called Crete. Mount 
Ida, is a barren rock in the middle of the island. 
Lethe the river of obUvion is a torpid stream. 

Tbe rivers, seas, and gulfs are, the Danube, the 
sea of Marmora, tbe Black sea, the Archipelago, 
the Gulfs of Salonica and Corinth lie in ^ the 
Archipelago ', tbe Gulf of Lepanto, tbe Bospborus 
or Strait of Constantinople, and tbe Dardanelles or 
Hellespont. 

Tbe air and climate of Turkey are delightful and 
salubrious, and tbe soil luxuriant, producing corn, 
wine^ coflFee, rhubarb, myrrh, and other odoriferous 
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drugs. The inbabitants are trequently visited by 
the plague^ which is partly attributed to their in do • 
lence and partly to their want of cleanliness. The 
Turks are strong, well proportioned, and robust ; 
they are ignorant, and dislike labour, but frugal, 
temperate, and charitable. 



THE IONIAN ISLANDS. 

The United States of the Ionian Isles consist ot 
seven islands in the Mediterranean, on the south 
west coast of Greece, viz. ; Corfu, Paxo, Cephalo- 
nia, Leucadia, Ithaca, Zante, and Cerigo. Hy the 
treaty at Paris in 1815, these islands were consti- 
tuted free and independent, under the protection of 
Great Britain.

Asia is rendered particularly interesting, from 
Its being tbe principal scene of those grand and 
important events recorded in the holy scriptures. 
Here it was our first parents were created^ — the 
patriarchs lived — the law was given — and where 
the great and celebrated empires of Babylon^ As- 
syria, Persia, and Media stood — and here also the 
Saviour of the world appeared and accomplished the 
great and merciful work of human redemption. 

Asia is esteemed the licbest^ and most fruitful 
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part of tbe world 5 it abounds in corn^ wines^ and 
fruits of all sorts, and supplies tbe otber parts of 
tbe world witb drugs^ spices^ diamonds^ precious 
stones^ silks^ muslins^ tea^ coffee, &c. 

The principal seas of Asia are, tbe Black, Cas- 
pian, Red, and Yellow Seas, tbe seas of Kamts- 
cbatka, Okbotsk, and Corea. Tbe Gulfs of Persia, 
Tonquin, and Siam, tbe Bay of Bengal, the Levant, 
and tbe Archipelago. 

Tbe principal straits are, Bbering*8 which sepa- 
rate Asia from America, the Straits of Malacca, 
Sunda, Ormus, and Babelmandel. 

Tbe chief rivers are, tbe Kian-Ku, the Hoan- 
Ho, tbe Lena, the Yenesee, tbe Oby, tbe Amour, 
the Burrampooter, tbe Ganges, the Euphrates, tbe 
Tigris, and tbe Indus. 

The most important of the Asiatic islands are, 
tbe Sunda, tbe Phillipines, tbe Moluccas and Spice 
Islands, tbe Celebean, and tbe Ladrones, witb 
others of less note. See Atlas. 



TURKEY IN ASIA.

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Natolia or Asia Minor^ is a very 'extensive 
couQtiy, situated between the Black and Caspian 
Seas ; it comprehends the ancient provinces of 
Bythinia^ Pontus^ Galacia^ Cappadocia, Lydia^ Pam- 
phylia^ and Pisidia^ also the seven churches men- 
tioned in the Revelations^ viz.^ Pergamos^ Laodi- 
cea^ Philadelphia^ Tbyatira^ Sardis^ Epbesus^ and 
Smyrna^ were formed here^ but these places except 
Smyrna are now mostly in ruins^ and Christianity 
nearly banished. 

Smyrna is a large and populous city on the 
western coast near the Levant^ and the rendezvous 
of merchants from all parts of the world. Its po- 
pulation is 1 20^000. The once celebrated Ephesus 
is in ruins. 

Bursa, now called Prusa, to the north east of 
Smyrna, is still a considerable city, and delightfully 
situated at the foot of Mount Olympus. 

Erzerum, situated near the source of the Eu- 
phrates, is the chief city of Armenia, and a place of 
considerable commerce, which consists principally 
in copper and brass wares, printed calicoes, silks, 
leather, &c. 

DiARBEC, on the western bank of the Tigris, 
is one of the first commercial cities in Asiatic 
Turkey. Mousul, also on the same rivei* is famous 
for its manufactures of morocco and cotton. 

Bagdad stands on the Tigris, it cariies on con- 
siderable commerce, being annually visited by the 
caravans from Smyrna, Aleppo, and the West. 
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This city was formerly the celebrated and splen- 
did seat of the Saracen Caliphs. Near this place 
lie the ruins of ancient Babylon. 

Aleppo^ the chief city of Asiatic Turkey, is situ- 
ated in the province of Syria, and ranks next to 
Constantinople in importance. It contains several 
handsome mosques, public buildings, bazars, &c., 
and is famed for its manufactures of silk and cotton. 
The nnmber of inhabitants is estimated to be 
240,000. In this province stood the once celebrated 
towns of Tyre and Sidon. 

Damascus, stands in a large and fertile plain, at 
the foot of Mount Libanus, and is abundantly 
watered by the river Barrady. It is famous for 
rich' silks, called damask silk. The population is 
about 180,000. St. Paul was converted on his way 
from Jerusalem to this city A. D. 35. 

Jerusalem, this once grand and magnificent 
city, is now an inconsiderable place, rendered fa- 
mous only from what history records ot its ancient 
splendour. It was the capital of Judea, but was 
razed to the ground by Titus, son of Vespasian, the 
Roman Emperor, in the year of our Lord 70. 

The principal mountains in Asiatic Turkey are, 
the Ararat near the Caspian Sea, Lebanon in Ju- 
dea, Taurus, Caucasus, and Hermon. 

The most considerable rivers are, the Euphrates 
and Tigris ^ the former rises in Erzerum, and unites 
with the latter before it falls into the Persian Gulf. 
It is one of the most celebrated rivers in the world. 
The Tigris rises in Armenia^ on its banks lie the 

£4 
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extensive ruins of ancient Babylon. The Jordan 
is now a very small stream^ falling into the Dead 
Sea^ near the spot where Sodom and Gomorrah 
once stood. 

The islands are, Mytilene, Scio, Coos, Samos, 
Rhodes, and Cyprus, which produce cotton, silk, 
oil, and wines. 

The climate of Turkey in Asia is mild and salu- 
brious, and the soil in general is naturally rich and 
fertile, but from the indolence of the inhabitants 
a great portion remains uncultivated. 

Observation, In Asiatic Turkey stood the beautiful city 
Palmyra. The stupendous ruins of which are approached 
through a narrow plain, lined as it were, ^with the remains 
of antiquity : and all at once, the eye is presented with the 
most striking objects that are to be found in the world. 
The Temple of the Snnjlies in ruins ; but the access to it is 
through a vast number of Corinthian columns of white 
marble. This city was originally built by Solomon, and 
was anciently called Tadmor, An engraving of this de- 
lightful city is prefixed to Mr. Volney's ruins of Empire* 



ARABIA. 
Arabia is divided into three parts, viz. i — 

Chief Cities, 
Arabia Petrsea Suez 

Arabia Deserta Mecca, Medina 

Arabia Felix Mocha 

Arabia PETRiSA or the Stony, so called from so 
many mountainous rocks scattered over it, lies be- 
tween Egypt and Palestine. Suez the chief city is 
situated on the isthmus of the same name. 
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Ababia the desert, is so called from its soil^ 
which is generally a barren sand 3 it is the north 
eastern part of the country extending to the Persian 
Gulf and southwards. 

Mecca stands on a barren spot in a valley 3 
it is chiefly supported by the annual resort of many 
thousands of pilgiims. This city was the birth place 
of Mahomet. Medina is a small town^ containing a 
-stately mosque supported by four hundred pillars^ and 
furnished with three hundred silver lamps^ which are 
kept continually burning. Medina is celebrated as 
the burial place of Mahomet ; his cotiin is covered 
with cloth of gold^ under a canopy of silver tissue. 

Ababia Fblix or Happy^ comprises the west 
and south west parts of the country 3 it abounds 
in fragrant spices^ myrrh^ frankincense^ and cassia. 

Mocha, is a large and populous city and sea 
port, situated at the entrance of the Red Sea 3 it 
contains several handsome mosques, is well built^ 
and carries on a considerable commerce, particu- 
larly in coffee, silks, &c. 

Aden is a sea port near the strait of fiabelman- 
del, it is surrounded by mountains, and well secured 
by its advantageous situation and fortifications. 

Sana, is pleasantly situated among mountains, 
with fine orchards 3 it contains many noble palaces. 
Muscat near the Gulf of Ormus, has an excellent 
harbour 3 and has long been the emporium of the 
trade of Persia, Arabia, and India. 

The principal mountains of Arabia are, Sinai 
and Horeb. It was on the former that Moses re- 

e5 
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ceived the Decalogue or Ten Commandments^ and 
on the latter he saw the burning bush. On these 
mountains are many chapels and cells possessed by 
Greek and Latin monks^ who pretend to show the 
very spot, where every miracle or transaction re- 
corded in scripture happened. 

As a considerable part of Arabia lies under the 
torrid zone, the air is extremely hot and dry, and 
the country is subject to hot pestilential winds, 
which often prove fatal to travellers, In some 
parts the soil is nothing more than immense sands, 
which, when agitated by the winds, roll like the 
troubled ocean, and bury whole caravans in their 
course. The southern parts of Arabia are blessed 
with a soil extremely fertile. 

The Arabians who inhabit the interior parts are 
mostly wanderers and robbers, removmg from place 
to place with their flocks and herds. They are of 
middle stature, thin, and of a swarthy complexion, 
with black hair and eyes. They are excellent 
horsemen, expert at the bow and lance, and are 
said to be a brave people. 

The Arabian horses are much esteemed ; camels 
and dromedaries are the common beasts of burden, 
and are admirably adapted by Providence, for tra- 
velling the dry and sandy deserts of this country.

RUSSIAN TARTARY. 

Russian Tartaryj this vast extent of country 
generally called Siberia, comprehends the most 
northerly parts of Asia. It is divided into two 
great governments, that of Tobolsk in the west^ 
and Irkutsk in the east. 

Tobolsk, the capital is situated at the confluence 
of the rivers Irkutsk and Tobol. It contains three 
churches, and about 1 7,000 inhabitants, and carries 
on a considerable trade with China. To this city 
are sent those Russian state prisoners who are ba- 
nished into Siberia, 

AsTRACAN is a large and populous city situated 
about 50 miles from the discharge of the Volga into 
the Caspian Sea 3 this position gives it many com- 
mercial advantages. 

Irkutsk, the capital of the government of the 
same name, stands on the Angara, near the Lake 
Baikal, and contains about 1 2,000 inhabitants. 

Grorgia, now under the dominion of Russia, 
lies east of the Black sea. Teflis the chief city 
stands on the banks of the river Kur, at the foot of 
a mountain, and is surrounded by strong walls ex- 
cept on that side next to the river. The houses are 
built of stone, with flat roofs which, according to 
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the eastern custom serve^ as walks for the women. 
This place carries on a considerable trade in fur. 
The Georgians are said to be the most handsome 
people in the world. 

Kamtschatka^ the most easterly part of Russia, 
is a large peninsula, running nearly north and 
south, and joined to the continent by a. narrow 
isUimus. 

The chief rivers of Asiatic Russia are, the Oby, 
the Lena, the Yenesee, and the Irtish. The moun- 
tains are, the Uralian chain between Asiatic Russia, 
and Russia in Europe, the Caucasus, and the Altai. 

The Kurilian Islands belong to Asiatic Russia, 
extending from Kamtschatka to Jesso. 

The northern and eastern parts of this country, 
present vast plains covered with snow, and are in- 
tersected by rivers, which carry their masses of ice 
to the Arctic or Frozen Ocean, Many parts of 
Siberia bid defiance to the agriculturist, but in the 
southern and western districts the soil is compara- 
tively fertile^ 



INDEPENDENT TARTARY, 

Independknt Tartary includes all that space 
which lies between Chinese Tartary, and the Cas- 
pian Sea. This country was once celebrated as the 
most ancient Persian empire, and was afterwards 
known by the wide empire of Jenghis and Timur. 
Samarcand the chief city is large and populous. 
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CHINESE TARTARY. 

Chinese Tartary is separated from China by 
a great wall. The greater portion of this country 
either belongs to the Emperor of China^ is tribu- 
tary, or protected by him. Chinyang the capital^ 
stands on an eminence, and is nearly nine miles in 
circumference. 



TIBET. 

Tibet, is considered a portion of Tartary, and is 
divided into three departments. Upper, Middle, 
and Lower. Lassa the capital, stands in a spacious 
plain, near which is the palace of the Gi and Lama, 
or God upon earth of the Tartars j he is revered as 
a spiritual personage, but has no temporal power. 
The beautiful Indian shawls are made of the un- 
dermost hair of the goats of Tibet. 

The chief rivers of Tartary are the Jihon or 
Oxus, and the Sirr or Sihon. 

The mountains of Tibet are the most lofty in 
the world 5 from these descend all the great Asiatic 
rivers. 

The Tartars are the Scythians of antiquity, they 
are celebrated as a hardy race, who live in tents 
and lead a migratory life, wandering from the 
confines of Europe to the great Pacific Ocean, 



PERSIA. 
Persia is a very extensive country in Asia 3 it 
comprehends the following provinces^ viz. : —

Teheran the capital of Persia, is situated in 
35° 40' north latitude. It is the residence of the 
present king and a city of considerable importance, 
containing about 60,000 inhabitants. 

Ispahan, the former capital, is a fine city, 
on a delightful plain. It contains several magni- 
ficent palaces, mosques, caravansaries, and baths j 
and before it was depopulated by Kouli-Khan, 
was one of the first commercial cities in Persia : 
it is at present on the decline. 

Taurus or Tabris a considerable city in the 
north west : it ranks next in importance to Ispahan. 

Shiraz, the capital of Fars, stands in a fertile 
valley : it is a large city, famous for its wines. 
Near this place lie the remains of the celebrated 
city of Perseopolis. 

Gombroon, on the Persian Gulf, formerly a 
port of great trade, is now on the decline. Susa 
is supposed to be the ancient Susa where the kings 
of Persia had a magnificent palace. Memnon 
reigned here. 

Baloochistan, or the country of the Balooches, 
includes the southern provinces of Mekram, Ko- 
histan, Sarnwan, &c. Kelat its capital, lies in the 
north east between the mouths of the Indus^ and 
the kingdom of CabuU 
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AFGHANiftTA.N, or the kingdom of Cabul^ is a 
country of great extent. It comprises all the east- 
ern part of Persia, and the north west part of Hin- 
doostan, which borders on the river Indus. The 
chief towns are, Cabul the capital^ Candahar, Cash- 
mere, Herat, and Balk. 

The province of Cashmere forms a part of Hin- 
doostan,and formerly belonged to the Moguls, but 
now to the Afghans. It is famous for the manu- 
facture of beautiful shawls. 

The climate of Persia is variable, the northern 
parts being extremely mountainous, barren, and 
cold 3 iu the middle wild and sandy, but enjoying 
a temperate air 3 in the southern, level and ex- 
tremely fertile, with excessive heat, whichsometimes 
communicates noxious blasts. 

The Persians are remarkable for their vivacity, 
dress, and hospitality. They are considered a 
handsome people, and the femailes take great pains 
to embellish nature by art. 

The most singular features of Persia are its 
mountains and deserts. Neai Bakou are the springs 
of Naphtha which produce a light mineral, and a 
highly inflammable oil; the earth itself indeed, when 
dug two or three inches deep, will easily ignite. 
From Persia are brought carpets, silks, pearls, gold 
and silver lace, and leather. 

This country has suffered greatly from a succes- 
sion of tyrants, who have nearly banished civiliza- 
tion. The Persian empire was founded by Cyrus, 
and subdued by Alexander the Great. 
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INDIA. 

The general name of India comprebends those 
vast regions of southern Asia on jthe confines of 
China^ and from the mountains of Tibet in the 
north to the Indian Ocean. It is divided into two 
parts> viz. ; India within^ and India without the 
Ganges. 



HINDOOSTAN, OR INDIA WITHIN THE 
GANGES. 

This country has usually four divisions^ viz. : — 

The Gangetic, Sindetic, Central, and Southern India. 

1 St. The Gangetic is that part watered by the 
Ganges and its principal branches^ which includes 
Bengal^ Bahar^ Oude> Agra, Delhi^ &c. 

2nd. The Sindetic, or that watered by the river 
Indus or Sind, containing Cashmere, Cabul, Can- 
dahar, Lahore, &c. 

3rd. The Central provinces are, Guzerat, Berar, 
Orissa, Sicars, 8cc. 

4th. Southern India comprehends, Tanjore, Ma- 
dura, the Carnatic, the Deccan, Golconda, Mysore, 
the coasts of Malabar and Coromandel, and the 
island of Ceylon. 

Delhi, was once a rich and populous city, and 
the capital of the Mogul Empire ^ but since the in- 
vasions of Kouli'-Khan it has been on the decline, 
and much depopulated. 
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Agra^ formerly the most splendid of all tbe In- 
dian cities^ now exhibits tbe most magnificent ruins. 
In tbe seventeenth century tbe Great Mogul fre- 
quently resided bere^ bis palace was immensely 
large^ built in tbe form of a crescent^ on tbe banks 
of tbe liver Jumma^ surrounded with beautiful 
gardens and fine canals. 

Lahore^ tbe capital of tbe Seiks> is an ancient 
city^ and was formerly tbe residence of tbe Maho- 
metan conquerors. Oude is an ancient city. Be- 
nares a fine town on the Ganges^ celebrated as 
being tbe ancient seat of Brabminical learning. 

Hydrabad^ a city in tbe province of Golconda. 
Tbe diamond mines in this province are tbe most 
considerable in tbe world. 

Nagfoor^ in Berar^ is an extensive and popu- 
lous city^ but poorly built« It contains about 
1 00^000 of inhabitants. 

Seringapatam^ tbe capital of Mysore^ stands on 
an island in tbe river Cavary. Hyder AH, a Ma- 
hometan soldier of fortune and father of Tippoo 
Saib> was buried in a palace near it. This city 
was taken by tbe English in 1 799^ when Tippoo 
Saib was slain. 

GoA^ a city on tbe Malabar coasts and tbe capital 
of tbe Portuguese settlements^ is considered one of 
tbe safest and most capacious ports in the east. 



BRITISH INDIA. 
British India consists of Bengal^ Babai'^ part 
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of Allahabad, part of Orissa, the Cincars, the 
Caraalic, part of Mysore, part of Arungabad, the 
isles of Salsette, Ceylon, &c. Besides these the 
Allies of the British are, the Nabob of Oude, Na- 
bob of the Camatic, including Tanjore, Madura, 
Rajahs of Travaiicore, and the territory of Co- 
chin. 

Calcutta the capital of British India, stands on 
the Hoogley, a branch of the Ganges. It is calcu- 
lated to contain about 900,000 of inhabitants, who 
are a mixture of various nations, each living accord- 
ing to his own peculiar fashion. This mixture of 
European and Asiatic manners, forms a diversified 
and curious scene. 

Obs, A nost unhappy event occurred in Calcutta in 
1756. Suraja Dowlan, Nabob of the Soubah of Bengal 
having had a dispute with the Company ; took Calcutta 
wi)h a considerable force, and instead of observing the 
conditions of the capitulations, forced the feeble garrison 
consisting of 146 Englishmen, into a prison, called the 
Black Hole, a place about 18 feet square, where 123 were 
suffocated before the morning. 

Madras is a celebrated town on the Coromandel 
coast. 

Bombay, on the Malabar coast is the chief Bri- 
cish settlement on the western siue of India. 

The principal mountains of Hindoostan are, the 
Himaleh which divide this country from Tibet, 
and the Ghauts situated in the south. The Hima- 
leh are considered the most lofty in the world, the 
highest point of them exceeds 25,000 feet above 
the level of the sea. 
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The most considerable rivers are, the Ganges, 
the Indus, the Burrampooter, and the Kistna. 

The celebrated river Ganges, rises near Tibet, 
and after a course of nearly 1600 miles, falls by 
several mouths into the Bay of BengaL The Hin- 
doos hold this river in religious veneration. 

The Islands of Hindoostan are, the Laccadives, 
the Maldives, and Ceylon. 

Hindoostan tovrards the north is temperate, 
but in the south extremely hot, the coldest day is 
hotter at nooii, than the hottest day in England. 
The rains from June to the middle of September 
greatly enrich the land. The principal productions 
are, silks, cotton, rice, millet, figs, pomegranates, 
oranges, lemons, &c., and mines of gold, silver, 
and diamonds. It abounds with elephants, rhinoce- 
ros, buffaloes, lions, tigers, leopards, panthers, 
camels, dromedaries, monkeys, serpents, and all 
kinds of reptiles. 

The Hindoos are mild and gentle, not consti** 
tuted either for labour or war. 



INDIA BEYOND THE GANGES. 

The peninsula between Hindoostan and China, 
comprises the Birman Empire, consisting of Ava 
and Peguej the kingdoms of Cochin-China, Ton- 
quin, Laos, Cambodia, and Malaya > besides Ara- 
can and the territories gainec^ from the Birmans by 
the British. 
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Akacan is immediately contiguous to Bengal on 
the east> and may be considered as now included 
in Hindoostan. This country abounds with bufia« 
loesy elephants and tigers. 

Umm£rapoora> the ptesent capital of the Bit'^ 
roan Empire^ stands on a river^ which flows into 
the Irrawaddy. Aya^ the former capital > is in ruins. 
Pegue in the south, once a splendid city, is also in n 
ruinous state. This latter city is supposed to be 
the Golden Chersonese of the ancients. 

Martaban, was formerly an independent king- 
dom, the capital which bears the same name, also 
was once a flourishing city, and a much frequented 
sea port, but the emperor by the sinking of yessels 
in it has destroyed its fine harbour. 

- Malaya or Malacca is a large peninsula to the 
south of the Birmans, containing several kingdoms 
and provinces. The inhabitants are called Malays, 
they are an active restless people, fond of naviga- 
tion, war, and plunder, and are treacherous and 
vindictive. This country is remarkable for its 
number of wild elephants. Its chief productions 
are, tin, pepper, elephants* teeth, canes, and gums. 
Its language is ancient and original. 



8IAM. 

The kingdom of Siam is rich and flourishing, 
and resembles China in its government and policy. 
The capital, named Juthia, stands on an island in 
the River Meinan, much celebrated among oriental 
rivers, its banks are finely illuminated by swarms 
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of fire flies^ which emit and eonceal their light as 
uniformly as if it proceeded fiom a machine of the 
most exact contiivance. The elephants of this 
country are distinguished for their sagacity and 
beauty. 

Cambodia is a maritime country, very thinly 
inhabited ; it is celebrated for its production of 
gamboge gum, which gives a fine yellow tint. 

The Birman empire is separated from Hindoo- 
stan by a narrow ridge of mountains, notwith- 
standing, the dispositions of the two people are 
extremely different. The Birmans are, lively, 
inquisitive, irascible, and impatient: whereas the 
Hindoos are remarkable for their indolence and 
longsuffering. 

The Birmans have no coin, but silver and lead^ 
in bullion are current among them. The forests 
in this empire are large and numerous. The Teak 
Tree is said to be superior in size to the European 
oak. The Birman Empire is also said to contain 
15,000,000 ot inhabitants : their commerce is 
chiefly with China. 



COCHIN CHINA. 

The Empire of Tonquin is but of recent date, it 
was formerly tributary to China. It comprises 
Cochin China, Siampa, and Laos, its population 
is estimated at about 21,000,000. The diniate is 
salubrious and mild, and the soil fertile. 

Laos is a considerable country to the north of 
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Cambodia : it abounds in forests which produce ex- 
cellent timber. Here are mines of lead, iron, tin, 
ivith some precious stones, &c.

The Chinese Empire is a vast country in the 
south east part of Asia. It contains the following

Pekin the capital of China, stands on a fertile 
plain, in the most salubrious part of the empire : 
it is of great extent and very populous. 

Nankin the former capital, is situated on the 
banks and near the mouth of the Kian-Ku. This 
city is much fallen from its ancient splendour, nor 
is a vestige to be seen, of its once magnificent 
palace. 

Canton is a large, rich, and populous city, and 
the only port in China wherein Europeans are al- 
lowed to establish factories. It contains several 
magnificent palaces, temples, and courts. The 
houses are neat, but built only one story high ; 
many families reside in barks which are so arranged 
as to form a kind of floating city. The chief arti- 
cles of commerce are, tea, silks, earthenware, &c. 

OU» China is the most populous country in the world> 
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und accordinff to Lord Macartney, in 1795, bore a popuf 
lation of the immense number of 333,000>000. 

The Great Wall of China is the most prodigious 
work of art In the world, although erected two 
thousand years ago> it is but little decayed : it is 
fifteen hundred miles long, twenty five feet in 
height and fifteen in width : it was built to protect 
China from the invasions of the Tartars. 

The principal rivers are, the Hoan Ho, and 
Kian Ku, which derive theii' sources from among 
the mountains of Tibet, and fall into the Yellow 
Sea. 

The Imperial Canal, which intersects China from 
north to south, employed thirty thousand men 
forty three years in its construction. 

The Loo Choo Islands, between Formosa and 
Japan, constitute a small kingdom subject to 
China. 

China is famous for its manufactures of silks, 
cotton, porcelain, earthenware, paper, &c., and 
produces corn, rice, tea, fruit, and rich mines of 
all the precious metals. 

Obs, The Tea Tree is the most valuable plant in China, 
It is an everg^en shrub ; the leaves undergo much pre- 
paration, and are gathered at different seasons, and this 
forms the variety in our teas. 

The Chinese pretend to great antiquity, an4 
boast of one successive government, even beyond 
the period to which the scripture chronology as* 
signs the creation of the world : but their earliesi 
authentic history extends only to about 2057 years 
before Christ. Their language is pecidiar; and 

f3 
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difficult to acquire^ it consists of monosyllables 
only, wbicb an European can scarcely distinguisb 
one from anotber. 

The Chinese never make war with foreign na- 
tions 5 they live on their own produce and manufac- 
tures, cultivating the religion of Confucius, and 
their own arts and sciences. 



JAPAN. 
Japan is composed of several islands, and is a 
very powerful and populous empire, situated in the 
Pacific ocean opposite to China. 

Jeddo the capital, stands on the south east side 
of the island Niphon^ it is a large and populous 
city. 

It is said that the Gold Mines are so rich and 
plentiful in this country, that the working of them 
is restricted, lest it should lose its value by becom- 
ing too common. The richest mines lie in the 
largest of the Niphon Islands near Sado. 

The mountains of Japan are remarkably lofty, 
and during a greater part of the year, are covered 
with snow, several of them are volcanic and are 
frequently burning. 

The climate of this country is subject to great 
extremes, being very hot in summer, and rigorous- 
ly cold in winter. The Japanese are cleanly, na- 
turally ingenious, and possess a good memory, and 
the arts and sciences are much cultivated among 
them. The rich Japanese cabinets prove their 
superior ingenuity. 
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INDIAN AND ASIATIC ISLANDS. 

The principal Asiatic islands excluding Japan 
are^ the Laccadives and Maldives^ Ceylon^ Anda- 
man and' Nicobar, the Sunda Islands or Borneo^ 
Sumatra and Java^ tbe Philippines^ the Moluccas 
and Spice Islands^ the Celebean> tbe Ladrones^ 
and others. 

The Laccadives are a group of small islands in 
the Indian Ocean^ west of the Malabar coast -, they 
are noted chiefly for ambergris. 

Tbe Maldives are a vast cluster of small rocky 
islands to the west of Ceylon^ in the Indian Ocean. 
The inhabitants trade with Ceylon and the con- 
tinent. 

Cetlon is a large> fruitful^ and mountainous 
island in the Indian Ocean, lately annexed to the 
British crown. Its principal commerce consists of 
fruits/ cinnamon, pepper, cotton, ivory, silk, ebony, 
pearls, and precious stones. The elephants of this 
island are famous on account of their size, and the 
whiteness of their ivory. The chief towns are^ 
Columbo, Candy, and Trincomale. 

Andaman and Nicobar are situated in the Bay 
of Bengal. These islands turuish provisions for 
the ships that touch there. A British settlement 
has been formed on the Great Andaman, for con- 
victs from Bengal. 

Borneo, the largest of the Sunda Islands, lies 
under the Equator, it was considered the largest 
in tbe worlds before the discovery of New IIol- 
land.

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Sumatra^ produces great quantities of gold^ its 
chief town is Bencoolen. 

' Java^ the most fertile and populous of all the 
East India Islands^ helongs chiefly to the Dutch, it 
is separated from Sumatra, by the Strait of Sunda. 

The Philippines belong to Spain, they are a 
very extensive group, situated in the Chinese Sea, 
and are subject to earthquakes, hurricanes, thunder, 
apd violent rains.

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The intetior regions comprehend/ the Desert of 
Sahara, Negroland, Soudan or Nigritia, Bledeljer- 
ede, Fezzan, &c. 

The most considerable rivers of Africa are^ the 
Nile, the Niger^ the Senegal, and the Gambia. 

The principal branch of the Nile, rises in the 
inoantains of the moon 3 in a district called Dooga, 
and taking a northerly course enters Egypt, and 
falls into the Mediterranean Sea. 

The Niger is said to rise about ninety miles to 
the east of the head of the Senegal, and taking an 
easterly direction, is supposed to terminate in the 
sandy deserts. 

The most considerable mountains of Africa are, 
the Atlas* a celebrated chain, extending from the 
Atlantic Ocean to the borders of Egypt; the 
Mountains of the Moon, between Abys«nia and 
Monomotapa, are still more elcTated than those of 
Atlas 5 the Sierra Leone, or Mountains of the Lions, 
divide Negroland from Guinea, and extend as far 
as Ethiopia. 

Although Africa is at present reduced to a state 
of low degradation, it once contained several king- 
doms and states eminent for arts, power, wealth, 
and commerce. 

The kingdoms of Egypt and Ethiopia were 
much celebrated ; and the rich and powerful state 

* It derived its name from a king of Mauritania, a great 
lover of astronomy, who used to observe the stars from its 
summit; on which account the poets represent him as 
supportmg the heavens on his shoulders. 
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of Carthage, that once formidable rival of Rome^ 
extended her commerce to every part of the then 
known world. 

The far greater portion of this extensive country 
is situated within the tropics^ which renders the 
bent in many places almost insupportable to an 
European, it being increased by the rays of the sun 
from the vast deserts of burning sands* 

Africa* produces gold and ivory in abundance^ 
it alM exports hides and skins dyed, which are 
brought by the caravans from the interior of Mo- 
rocco^ whence they are exported to Europe ; but 
the principal trade of this coiintry, has always un* 
happily been that of the human species. 



EGYPT- 

Egypt consists of a narrow tract of country bor- 
dering on the Nile, and bounded by parallel ridges 
of mountains : it is divided into Upper or Southern 
Egypt, and Lower or Northern Egypt 

This country was once the seat of learning, and 
the arts 5 but it has latterly groaned under the 
scourge of despotism, ignorance, and Superstition. 

Grand Cairo the capital, is a large and popu** 
lous city, but the streets are narrow and the houses 
badly constructed. The castle is said to have been 
built by the celebrated Saladin, but the greater part 

* The extent of the populatioii of this portion of tb« 
world, ia difficult rightly to ascertain, bat it is supposed 
to contain about 30,000,000. 
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of this magnificent building is now in ruins. The 
population of this city is estimated at 300,000.* 

Alexandria, t once a magnificent and celebrat- 
ed city, lies partly in ruins -, some remains however 
of its ancient splendour are to be seen, particularly 
Pompey's Pillar, and the two Obelisks with hiero- 
glyphics. The anpient Tower of Pharos J is now 
a castle, and used to direct vessels into the harbour. 

RosETTA and Damietta are towns of consi- 
derable commerce^ the latter a sea port situated on 
the eastern branch of the Nile, is supposed to be 
the ancient Pelusium. 

SxTEz is an inconsiderable town on the Isthmus 
that joins Africa to Asia. 

On Ibe banks of the Nile, near Cairo, stood the 
ancient Memphis so celebrated for its Pyramids, the 
burial place of the Kings. 

The Nile has always been considered as one of the 
greatest wonders in Egypt 5 its annual overflow- 
ing abundantly supplies the want of rain, and ren- 
ders the soil of this country extremely fertile. 

The climate of Egypt is hot, and generally un- 
healthy, the inhabitants being frequently visited 
by the plague. 

•The celebrated Klebbr, a French General, was assas- 
sinated here by a Turk, in 1809. 

t This city was built by Alexander the Great, 332 years 
B. C. it is styled by the Turks Scanderoon. 

X This celebrated light house was erected on the Isle of 
Pharos> for the direction of mariners to the port of Alex- 
andria. 
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The descendants of the original inhabitants o£ 
this country^ are of a dark swarthy complexion, in- 
dolent, treacherous, and cruel. The Turks who 
reside here retain all their Ottoman pride and in- 
solence. 



BARBARY. 

Barbary comprehends all those northern parts 
of Africa extending from the Atlantic Ocean to 
Egypt ; it was anciently known by the name of 
Mauritania; Numidia, and Africa Proper, and 
now distinguished by Morocco, Fez, Algiers, 
Tunis, and Tripoli. The inhabitants of these 
countries are chiefly remarkable for their piracies 
and political debasement. 

The Empire of Morocco comprises several 
small states united under one sovereign^ asFei^ 
Suse> Tafilet, 8cc. 

Morocco the capital contains about 250,000 in* 
}iabitants. 

Fez is one of the largest cities in Africa, and 
was formerly celebrated for literature. 

The chief ports are Tangier and Mogodor, 

Sales on the western coast, was once a famous 

port for corsairs. On the north is Cueta, a strong 

place belonging to the Spaniards. 



ALGIERS. 
Algiers lies between Morocco and Tunis j it is 
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Algiers and Eastern Africa, 9 1 

a hind of TepubHc under tlie protection of the Grand 
Seignior, governed by a Sovereign or Dey whose 
power is despotic. 

Algiers the capital is built on the declivity of a 
bill, in the form of an amphitheatre^ the houses 
rising one above another have a fine effect. This 
city has recently been taken by the French, and its 
Emperor at present domiciles in Naples. 

Tunis ^ the capital of the state of the same name, 
is a city of considerable extent, possessing a good 
harbour with excellent fortifications. Its popula- 
tion is estimated at 100,000. 

* This place was formerly the %taX of the Carthaginian 
Power. 

Tripoli is a large town with a small population, 
the principal articles of commerce are wool, gold 
dust, silk, and ostrich feathers. The inhabitants 
are noted pirates. 

Barca lies between Egypt and Tripoli^ it ex- 
tends about 200 miles in length from north to 
south, and 1 60 in breadth from east to west. This 
country is in general sterile and ill cultivated. 



EASTERN AFRICA. 

Eastern Africa or Ethiopia comprises. Nubia, 
Abyssinia, Adel, Ajan, Zanguebar, Mosambique, 
Mocaranga, and Sofala. 

Nubia is an extensive country between Egypt and 
Abyssinia, it contains several kingdoms which are 
but little known, except Sennaar and Nigritia* 
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Sbnnaar is a populous town on the western 
bank of tbe Nile; it carries on a considerable 
commerce^ and sends caravans to Egypt and Ni-* 
gritia. 

Abyssinia is an extensive^ elevated^ and moun* 
tainous country to tbe soutb of Egypt*; it produces 
a great variety of animals botb wild and tame, 
tbe elepbant, lion^ panther, and hyaena are very 
common. 

GoNDAR the capital stands on a bill of consider- 
able height ; it contains several churches profes- 
sedly christian. 

Adel is a small kingdom to tbe south of Abys- 
sinia ; it produces wheat, millet, frankincense, and 
pepper. 

Zanguebar, includes several petty kingdoms in 
which tbe Portuguese have settlements. The cli- 
mate is sultry and unwholesome but tbe soil fertile. 

Melinda the capital is a large and populous 
place, and tbe residence of the king ; it contains 
several handsome churches and chapels which have 
been erected by the Portuguese. 

Mozambique^ a Portuguese colony to the south 
of Zanguebar y tbe capital stands on an island near 
the coast, and carries on an extensive and infamous 
traffic in slaves. 

MocARANGA or MoNOMOTAPA Is the most pow- 
erful and civilized kingdom in this part of Africa ; 
the climate is healthy and soil fertile. Here are a 
great xnany ostriches, and vast herds of elephants. 
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It likewise possesses exoelleiit mines of gold and 
silver^ which metals the inhabitants exchange with 
the Portuguese for European articles. 

The Kingdom of Sofala is tributary to the 
Portuguese^ who have a fort at the principal town. 
It produces great quantities of the purest and finest 
gold^' which favours the supposition that it was the 
Ophir of the ancients. 

The climate is very unwholesome^ and the soil in 
general very uneven^ barren^ and desert 5 and the 
interior parts abound with various sorts of wild 
beasts. 



CENTRAL AFRICA. 

Central Africa comprises the vast Desert of 
Sahara^ which extends with few interruptions^ from 
the shores of the Atlantic^ to the confines of Egypt. 
It is^ excepting a few fertile spots^ a mere desert, 
and so dry and parched, that travellers are obliged 
to carry water and provisions. 

These fertile spots are called Oases or Islands, 
which afford support to a great number of inhabi- 
tants. 

The kingdom of Fezzan is an Oases, it produces 
dates, figs, pomegi'anates, Indian com, &c. 

BiLEDELGERED or Bledeljerede, part of the 
ancient Numidia, is an inland country south of Al- 
giers, of which very little is known. The inhabi* 
tants are composed, of the ancient Afiricans^ who 
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lead a settled life ; and the Arabs who roam at large. 
This country produces vast qnantities of dates^ 
which form a considerable article of commerce. 



WESTERN AFRICA. 

Western Africa comprehends Guinea, Loan- 
go, Congo, Angola, and Benguela. 

Sierra Leone, is an extensive English settle- 
ment formed for the civilization of Africa ; but the 
climate is so pernicious to the European constitu- 
tion, that it is feared that the colony must be 
abandoned. 

GuiNEAis divided into the Grain, Gold, and Ivory, 
coasts. It contains many European settlements, 
principally belonging to the British, and produces 
grain, gums, hard wood, gold, ivory, wax, fiuit, &c. 

Ashantee is an extensive and powerful king- 
dom, comprising a g^eat portion of the inteiior of 
the Gold Coast. The capital Coomasie is situated 
»bout 1 40 miles from the sea. The Ashantees are 
said to display a superiority in the fine arts. 

Dahomey a considerable kin^^dom to the east of 
Ashantee. The inhabitants are said to be very 
brave but extremely ferocious. 

Whidah and Apr ah, wei*e annexed to this 
kingdom about the year 1 727. 

Benin is an extensive kiiiigdom, but its limits 
are unknown -, the capi4^1 is of t^e same iiame> and 
tlie usual resideoee of tine king. 
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LoANGo^ a considerable and independent king- 
dom to the south of Benin. It produces sugar 
canes^ cassia^ tobacco^ cotton^ and fruits of various 
sorts. Loango^ the capital stands about four miles 
from tbe sea coast 5 it is large and populous^ and the 
inhabitants are remarkable for their mild and agree- 
able manners. 

CoNOo^ Angola, and Benqvela are under the 
dominion of the Portuguese. In the forests of 
these countries are found tigers^ elephants^ pan- 
thers^ monkeys, and serpents. 



SOUTHERN AFRICA. 

Caffrakia is a kingdom of great extent, includ-* 
ing the country of the Hottentots : it is inhabited 
by various tribes governed by their respective ' 
chiefs, who live like the Arabs in huts^ and re- 
moving whenever the pasture becomes too bare for 
their cattle. 

The Cape of Good Hope, is the most southerly 
part of Africa. Cape Town stands about thirty 
miles north of the cape : its population is estimated 
to be about 18,500. 

The soil is fertile, and the. climate favourable to 
vegetation. 



AFRICAN ISLANDS. 

Madagascar the largest of the Atrican Isles, 
lies off the south east coast; the country is pleasant 
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and fertile^ and abounds in corn, cattle, fruits, pre- 
cious stones, iron, copper, and tin. Its population 
18 2,000,000. 

The CoMOBo Isles are a considerable cluster in 
tbe Mozambique Channel. 

Mauritius and Bourbon lie in the Indian 
Ocean, the former belongs to the British, and the 
latter was given to the French at the general peace 
in 1816. 

SocoTRA lies on tbe eastern coast near tbe strait 
of Babelmandel. 

Off the western coast stands the island of St. 
Helena, rendered famous as the residence of the 
Emperor Napoleon Buonaparte during his second 
exile. He died on the 5th of May, 1821, after a 
banishment of six years. 

Tbe Canaby islands consist of a considerable 
group in tbe Atlantic Ocean ; among them i% the 
famous Peak of Teneriffe, a very higb mountain, it 
being 12,400 feet above the level of the sea. 

The four islands in tbe Gulf of Guinea belong 
to tbe Portuguese, and furnish their shipping with 
provisions and water.

The inland seas of North America are, the Guli^ 
of Mexico, California, and St. Lawrence 5 with 
Hudson's Bay and Strait. 

The principal lakes are, the Slave, Athapuscow, 
M^innipeg, Superior^ Michigan^ Huron, Erie, and 
Ontario. 

Lake Superior is the most extensive on the 
continent, and contains many large islands. The 
stupendous cataract called The Falls of Niagara 
is situated between the lakes Ontario and Erie. 
The noise of this fall is heard at the distance of 15 
miles. 

The principal rivers are, the Mississippi, the 
Missouri, St; Lawrence, Ohio, Hudson^ Chesa- 
peake and the Delaware. 
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The mountains are^ the Stoney^ and the Apala-^* 
chian 5 from among the former the Missouri and 
Mississippi derive their sources^ and from the latter 
the Ohio has its origin. 

The forests in the uncultivated parts of North 
America^ are the most extensive in the worlds and 
exhibit a scene of unequalled magnificence ; thiey 
form A continued wood^ not planted by the hands 
of men^ the trees of which in many parts are of an 
amazing height. 



BRITISH POSSESSIONS IN NORTH 
AMERICA. 

The Country bordering Hudson*s Bay is eac*- 
tremely wild and barren 5 and is remarkable for its 
furs and fisheries. 

Labradob lies to the east^ and is inhabited by 
two distinct tribes of Indians^ those who reside in 
the interior are called Mountaineers^ those on the 
/coast Esquimaux. The whole of tlus country has 
a sterile and dreary appearance^ though the northern 
limits are but little kpown to Europeans. 

Canada, is divided into Upper and Lower 5 the 
former being the western division on the north at 
the great lakes^ the latter on the river St. Lawrence. 

Quebec the capital of Canada^ and the seat of 
^^ernment^ stands on an elevated point of land on 
the northern bank of the great river St. Lawrence. 
It is divided into the upper asid lower town^ and 
contains about 20^000 inhabitants. This city sur^^

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rendered to the English in 1759^ afiter a victory 
ohtained by the brave General Wolfe, who fell in 
the engagement. 

Montreal is a strongly fortified town upon. an 
island in the river St. Lawrence, containing about 
18,000 inhabitants. 

New Brunswick is rapidly advancing in popu- 
lation and fertility. Frederic Town the capital 
and seat of government stands on St. John*s nver. 
Until the year 1784 New Brunswick was included 
under the name of Nova Scotia ^ from that time it 
has been formed into a separate government. 

Nova Scotia is a peninsula, united to the con- 
tinent at the extremity of the Bay of Fundy. Ha- 
lifax the capital stands on the southern coast in 
Chebucto Harbour; it possesses a dock and arsenal. 
The winter in this country is very severe, and lasts 
for seven months in the year. The soil is tolerably 
fertile though not equal to that of New England. - 

Newfoundland, is an island on the eastern side 
of the Gulf of St. Lawrence, celebrated for an ex- 
tensive Cod Fishery carried on upon those shoals, 
which are called the Banks of Newfoundland. 
The chief towns are, Placentia, Bonavista, and 
St. John*s. 

Cape Breton Island is separated from Nova 
Scotia by a narrow strait. Sidney the chief town 
lies in a district that produces vast quantities of 
coal. 

St. John, now called Prince Edward*8 Island, 
lies in the Gulf of St Lawrence, and although ri- 
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tuated so near to Nova Scotia and Cape Breton^ it 
has greatly the advantage of both^ in pleasantness 
and ^rtility of soil. Charlotte Town is the capital. 
This island vras by the French styled the Granary 
of Canada. 

The Bermudas or Somer*8 Islands lie in the 
Atlantic Ocean. The principal is St. George. 
The inhabitants are chiefly engaged in building 
and navigating light swift sailing vessels^ which 
they employ principally in the trade between North 
America and the West Indies, 



THE UNITED STATES. 

The United States extend from the Atlantic 
Ocean to the Pacific^ and are bounded on the south 
by the Gulf of Mexico. The inhabitants of this 
countiy are chiefly descendants from English, Ger- 
man, and Dutch settlers. 

This celebrated Republic is now become very 
rich and populous ; and assumed the title of The 
United States in 1775, but were not acknowledged 
independent by Britain until 1782. 

Washington, the metropolis is situated at the 
junction of the rivers Potomak and the eastern 
branches, extending nearly four miles up each. 
The territory in which this city stands, together 
with a few miles around it, is called the district of 
Columbia, and is not exceeded in point of conveni- 
ence, salubrity, and beauty, by any in America,

THE MEXICAN STATES. 

The Mexican States are of great extent, 
bounded on the north and north east by the Uuited 
States^ on the west and souths by the Pacific Ocean, 
and on the east by the Gulf of Mexico. 

Mexico the capital, stands in ]9^ 26* north 
latitude, and contains 170,000 inhabitants. The 
chief ports are Vera Cruz and Acapulco, the for- 
mer on the coast of the Mexican Sea, the latter on 
the shore of the Pacific Ocean. 

California, a peninsula on the western coast, 
is famous for its pearl fishery. 

The soil of this country is extremely rich and 
fertile, and the air in general pure and salubrions. 
Mexico is rich in natural productions, particularly 
in gold, silver, and precious stones. The greater 
part of this country is still inhabited by half civil- 
ized Indians. 
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GUATEMALA. 

Guatemala is that extent c^ country which lies 
between the Mexican States^ and the republic of 
Columbia. Before the revolution which occnn^d 
in 1821 to 1823^ this country was but little known 
to Europe. It is mountainous and contains many 
rich mines of precious metals. The soil .is exf 
iremely fertile. The principal towns are^ Guate^ 
mala the capital^ St. Salvador^ Comayagria, Chi- 
guemula« and Vera Paz. The great Lake Nicara* 
gua lies in the southern part. This country is 
frequently visited by earthquakes^ and has more 
volcanoes than any other part of the American 
Continent. 



THE ANTILLES, OR WEST INDIES. 

The West Indies are a multitude of larg« 
and fertile islands^ situated between the continents 
of North and South America. The whole occupy 
a space of 2,000 miles 

The LucAYos or Bahama Isles are a veryexten* 
sive and numerous group of small islands, to the 
south of Florida* The principal of them is Provi- 
dence Island. One of them named Cat Island was 
the fii'st land seen by Columbus, when he disco- 
vered America in 1493. 

Cuba the largest of the West India Islands, 
belongs to Spain. It is about 700 miles jn length 
and 90 in breadth, is very fertile, imd pr<;iduces 
sugar, coffee, houey, tpbacco, and aloes. The 
chief town is Havannah. 
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St. Domingo or Hayti is next to Cuba, both in 
size and situation. This island was formerly di- 
vided between the Spaniards and French , but since 
the revolution, the whole has been united into one 
government, under the title of the Republic of 
Hayti. The chief articles of export are, coffee^ 
sugar, cotton, indigo, and cocoa. 

Porto Rico belongs to Spain : it is a moun- 
tainous fertile island, containing about 150,000 
inhabitants, the greater part of whom are slares. 

Jamaica an English Colony, is valuable for its 
productions of sugar, rum, and molasses ; also cot- 
ton, pepper, ginger, drugs, mahogany, &c. The 
chief towns are, Kingston and Port Royal. 

The Virgin Islands are a number of small 
islands to the east of Porto Rico 5 they belong to 
different nations, but chie6y to the English and 
Danes. The most important are, Tortola^ Virgin 
Gorda, St. Thomas, St. John, and St Croix. The 
principal productions are^ sugar, rum, and cotton. 

The Caribbean Islands extend in a semi-circle 
form, from the Virgin Islands in the north, to 
Trinidad in the south, and include the Windward 
and Leeward Islands. 

Barbadoes, one of the most important of the 
Caribbean Islands, was originally colonized by the 
British, in 1 624. The chief articles of export are, 
rum^ sugar, molasses^ ginger, and aloes. The po^ 
pulation is estimated to be about 1 10,000, of which 
80,500 are slaves. This Island has suffered greatly 
by hurricanes^ particularly by one which happened 
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in October^ 1780, when upwards of 4^000 of the 
inhabitants lost their lives. 

Those of the West India Isles belonging to the 
£uglish are, Barbadoes^ Antigua, Montserrat, St. 
Christopher's, Anguilla, Nevis, Grenada, Tobago, 
Trinidad, the Granadines, St. Vincent, St. Lucia, 
Dominica, Virgin-gorda, and Tortola, with several 
smaller isles. 

The French are. Martinico, Guadaloupe, Marie- 
galante, and part of St. Martinis. 

The Danish are, St. Cruz, St. Thomas and 
St. John's. 

The Dutch are, St. Eustatius, Saba, and part of 
St. Martin's, also Curacca, off the coast of Venezuela. 

St, Bartholomew belongs to Sweden.

South America is a peninsula united to North 
America by the Isthmns of Darien or Panama. 
It extends from 12<> north latitude to 50 south la- 
titude^ and comprehends

The mountains of South America constitute some 
of the loftiest on the Globe^ and have many vol- 
canoes among them. The Andes or Cordilleras 
extend along the western coast, from the Isthmns of 
Darien to the Straits of Magellan. Chimborazo the 
highest summit lies in the district of Columbia, and 
is computed to be 2l>400 feet above the level of 
the sea. 

The chief rivers are the Amazon or Maranon, La 
Plata, the Orinoco, the Parana, and the Paraguay. 
The two first rise among the Andes, and are cele- 
brated as the largest rivers in the world. 

The islands contiguous to South America are, 
Trinidad, and Falkland Islands, Terra del Fuego, 
Juan Fernandez, the Gallipagos, and the Pearl 
Islands. 
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COLUMBIA. 

Columbia comprehends tbose provinces of South 
America^ formerly known under the names of Terra 
Firma^ New Granada> and Quito. 

This extensive tract of country^ till lately^ was 
subject to Spain. In 1819 it became an independ- 
ent nation, and by the decree of the Sovereign 
Congress f dated St. Thomas of Angostura 17th, 
the Republic of Columbia was. established ; and 
the republican government commenced on the 25 th. 

The chief city is Bogota, situated near the 
Magdalena. The principal ports are, Carthagena, 
Caraccas, and Porto bello, the latter is considered 
very unhealthy. 

The Orinoco rises among the Andes, and disem- 
bogues into the Atlantic at nine degrees north 
latitude. Its impetuosity is so great, that it stems 
the most powerful tides, and preserves the freshness 
of its waters, to the distance of thirty six miles on 
the sea. 

In the northern parts of Columbia, the climate is 
extremely hot and sultry, the land low and marshy: 
but the middle and southern, are milder and more 
temperate, and the soil rich and fruitful. 



PERU. 

Peru lies on the western coast of America, and 
is intersected throughout its whole extent by the 
Andes or Cordilleras. 
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The capital is Lima, on the hanks of the Li mac ; 
it is a large and rich city, containing about 70,000 
inhabitants. Pizarro, the conqueror of Peru was 
assassinated here in 1541. 

The principal ports are, Callao, Gmyaquil, and 
Truxillo : the former, near Lima, suffered greatly 
from an earthquake in 1747 ; the whole town 
was buried in the Ocean, one man only, out of 
4,000 inhabitants escaped to relate this mournful 
calamity. 

Bolivia or Upper Peru declared its independ- 
ence in 1825. Its departments are^ Chuquisaca^ 
Cocha Bomba, Santa Cruz^ Tarija, Potosi^ and 
Le Paz. 

The chief town and seat of government is 
Chuquisaca, formerly called La Plata, containing 
about 18,000 of inhabitants. 

PoTosi is famous for its mineral wealth. La 
Paz is a handsome town 5 its population is about 
20,000. 

Peru has long been celebrated for its rich mines 
of gold and silver, which have been very productive 
to Spain. The climate varies according to the situ- 
ation of the country. In some parts it seldom or 
never rains j but this deficiency is supplied by a 
gentle dew falling every night, which so refreshes 
the earth, as to produce in many places the greatest 
fertility. 

Earthauakes are very frequent in this part : there 
are but few places which do not present dreadful 
monuments of these destructive convulsions. 
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CHILI. 

Chili is situated on the western coasts between 
tbe Andes and the Atlantic Ocean. The climate is 
the most delightful in the New World, and the soil 
luxuriant and fruitful. Jago or Santiago, the capi- 
tal, is a handsome and considerable town, standing 
on a beautiful plain ; it has a good harbour, and 
contains about 40,000 inhabitants. 



LA PLATA. 

This republic is the most extensive of all the 
South xVmerican States. The chief city is Buenos 
Ayres, on the south side of the Rio de La Plata. 
It is regularly built and well fortified, containing 
80,000 inhabitants. The other important towns 
are Mendoza, Cordova, St, Juan, St. Jago^ and 
Santa F^. 

The climate is healthy, and the air temperate ; 
the soil is luxuriant and fertile, aftbrding pasture to 
innumerable herds of cattle. 

Paraguay, a province properly belonging to 
La Plata. Assumption, its chief town, stands on 
the eastern bank of the Paraguay. 

Monte Video, the capital of the state of the 
same name, is situated on the eastern side of a 
small bay, near iho rtu>i'h of the river La Plata 3 
its population is estimated at 15,000. 

BRAZIL. 
Brazil is an extensive country, extending nearh 
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2^300 miles from nonh to souths and 2000 from 
east to west. It is fertile and beautiful^ producing 
sugar^ coffee^ rice, indigo, com, wine, fruit, 
drugs, &€• 

Rio Janeiro or St. Sebastian, the metropolis, 
finely situated on the eastern coast, is a well built 
city, containing nearly 200,000 inhabitants. lu 
harbour is the finest imaginable. 

St. Salvador or Bahia was formerly the capi- 
tal ; it stands on a fine harbour on the eastern coast, 
and contains about 110,000 inhabitants. 

Pernambuco is a sea port to the north of Bahia, 
containing about 60,000 inhabitants. 

In Brazil are several large rivers, many of which, 
near their source, abound in gold ^ the principal 
are the Maranon or Amazon^ Tocanitus, and La 
Plata. 

GUYANA. 
Guyana is situated on the north of Brazil ', the 
principal part of the interior is inhabited by savage 
tribes 3 but the coasts have been colonized by the 
Dutch, Spanish, Portuguese, and French. 

Surinam is a country of Guyana. Paramaribo, 
the capital of this province, is a flourishing place. 
Cayenne extends about 140 miles along the coast 
of Guyana. 

The climate of Guyana is considered generally 
healthy, and milder than any tropical climate 
hitherto inhabited by Europeans. The soil is 
extremely fertile, producing Iruits, sugar, cotton^ 
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tobacco^ indigo^ &c. in abundance. The woods 
abound with tigers, buffaloes, deer, and game of 
every description that is found in America. The 
torpedo is also found here. 

The central part of South America, commonly 
called Amazonia, is inhabited by barbarous tribes, 
each of which has its chief) this part is but little 
known to Europeans* 



PATAGONIA. 
'Patagonia, the most southerly part of South 
America, is mountainous and barren, and inhabited 
by savages, some of whom are said to be of colossal 
stature. 

Terra del Fueoo, or Land of Fire, is separ- 
ated from Patagonia by the Straits of Magellan 3 
this country is but thinly inhabited, apd the climate 
is much colder than in the north, under the same 
parallels of latitude. 

Cape Horn is a promontory on a small island 
to the south of Terra del Fuego. 

The Gallipagos lie under the Equator. 

St. Felix, in 25o south latitude. 

Juan Fernandez, 33^ south latitude is unin- 
habited, and famous for having given rise to the 
celebrated romance of Robinson Crusoe ; though 
it appears it was one Alexander Selkirk, a Scotch- 
man, who was left ashore on this solitary place by 
his captain, where he lived some years, until he 
was discovered by Captain Wood Rogers, in 1709.

Australasia comprehends the extensive island 
of Australia, and all the islands between twenty 
degrees west, and twenty or thirty degrees east of it. 

Van Dieman's Land. 

Papua, or New Guinea, and the Papuan Isles. 

New Britain, New Zealand, and the Solomon Isles. 

New Caledonia) aiad the New Hebrides. 

New Zealand. 

Australia is under the dominion of Great 
Britain, and lies between the Indian and Pacific 
Oceans. It is the largest island in the world > 
equalling in extent two^thirds of the whole conti- 
nent of Europe. 

Geographers have divided this island into two 
parts, by the meridian of 135 degrees west ; the 
western halt is called New Holland, and the east- 
ern New South Wales. The first name was given 
by the Dutch, to whom this country was partially 
known in the 17th century 5 the second by Captain 
Cook, who explored the coast in the course of his 
first voyage round the world. 

The bay in which Captain Cook anchored^ from 

h3 
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the vast quantity of plants found on its shores^ was 
called Botany Bay^ and is the place where convicts 
of England were originally destined. About eight 
miles to the north is Port Jackson, a flourishing 
colony 5 the principal settlement is Sidney. 

New Settlements are now forming on the nor- 
them, western^ and southern coasts 3 namely, at 
Port Raffles, Swan River, and King George's Sound. 

The climate of this country is agreeable, not 
subject to extremes of heat or cold 3 storms, accom- 
panied with thunder and lightning are frequent, 
out these are common to all warm countries 3 and 
it has been supposed, that were the country pro- 
perly cleaied of the wood, and inhabited, these 
would in a great measure cease. The interior 
parts are but very little known. The natives are 
represented as being of low stature and ill propor- 
tioned, and existing still in a state of extreme 
rudeness and barbarity. 

Van Dieman*8 Land is an island lying to the 
south of New Holland,* from which it is separated 
by Bass's Strait or Channel. Its capital is Hobart 
Town, on the river Derwent. 

Norfolk Island lies in the Pacific Ocean, it 
was discovered by Captain Cook, in 1774. It is 
noted as a place of exile for criminals. 

Papua or New Guinea is an extensive island 
to the north of New Holland 3 it produces cocoa 
nuts, plantains, and bread fruit, and abounds with 

'When the term New Holland is used in a general senscy 
it b understood to comprehend the whole of tlie Island. 
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parrots^ pigeoii:i, and the beautiful and singular 
birds of paradise. The natives are similar to the 
New Hollanders. 

New Britain and New Ireland lie to the 
north of New Guinea^ the former island was dis- 
covered by Dampier^ who gave it its name. 

The Solomon Islands are but little known. 

The New Hebrides and New Caledonia^ 
lie to the south east of the Solomon's. They are 
inhabited by savages. 

New Zealand was first discovered by Tasman, 
in the year 1 643, who gave it the name of Staten 
Island. In 1 770 it was explored by Captain Cook, 
who found it to consist of two large islands^ divid- 
ed from each other by a strait since called Cook's 
Strait. These isles lie the nearest of any to the 
Antipodes of London, 

The climate of this country is temperate, and 
air salubrious 3 it abounds in extensive forests^ the 
trees of which are of large dimensions. 

The inhabitants are represented as being of an 
olive complexion, savage, fierce, and cruel ; de- 
lighting to feed on human flesh. Christian mis- 
sionaries are successfully labouring to civilize and 
convert this barbarous race of people. 



POLYNESIA. 

Polynesia comprehends the various group of 
islands in the Pacific Ocean, namely : — 

The Pelew Islands.

The Carolines, the largest of which are Hogolen and Yap. 
The Sandwich Isles.

Maouna. 

The Pelew Islands lie to the north west of 
New Guinea, and according to Captain Wilson's 
account, who was shipwrecked here in 1783, they 
possess a temperate and mild climate ; the soil is 
rich and fertile, producing various tropical ^its in 
great abundance. 

The natives are stout and above the middle 
stature, their c()mplexions not quite black. The 
government is monarchicaL 

The Ladrones lie to the east of the Philippines^ 
they were discovered by the celebrated navigator, 
Magellan, in 1521. 

The Carolines are situated to the west of ihe 
Sandwich Islands. They are about thirty in num- 
ber, and very populous ; the inhabitants, though 
uncivilized, are considered honest, humane, and 



The Sandwicb Islands are situated in the 
northern hemisphere, near the Tropic of Cancer. 
The principal island, called Owhyhee, is very 
mountainous* It was here the celebrated Captain 
CookwBB killed by the natives, in 1779. The 
chief town is Kairu -, but the capital of theUog- 
dom is Honoru, on ^e island Woahoo.

The air of these islands is generally sal uhrious, and 
the soil extremely fertile ; the natives resemhle those 
of the neighbouring islands. They practise the 
art of ship-buildings and possess a respectable 
navy. 

The Marquesas Islands are a numerous group 
to the north east of the Society Islands ; and the 
inhabitants resemble those of the latter, both in 
their language, persons, and manners. 

The SociBTT Islands lie in the South Pacific 
Ocean ; the principal of which is Otaheite. They 
were discovered by Captain Waliis, in 1767, and 
afterwards visited by Capta«n Cook> accompanied 
by Sir Joseph Banks and Dr. Solander, who were 
sent thither to observe the transit of Venus over 
the suns disk. 

The soil of these btands is very rich and fertile, 
producing cocoa nuts, bread fruits, plantains, and 
other fruits in great abundance. 

The inhabitants are remarkable for their clean- 
liness and industry. Their language is soft and 
melodious, abounding in vowels. 

The Friendly Islands are a considerable group 
in the South Pacific Ocean. They were so named 
by Captain Cook^ on account of the friendly dis* 
position of the people. 

These islands are extremely fertile, and well 
cultivated by the inhabitants, who are remarkable 
for their industry and hoaipUality. 

The Navigator's Islands lie to the north of 
the Friendly 5 the principal is Maouna. The soil

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is remarkably fertile, producing bread fruit, cocoa 
tiuts, and oranges in abundance.

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USE OF THE GLOBES. 



A Globe or Sphere is a round body^ every 
point of which is equally distant from a point 
called the centre. There are two sorts of Globes, 
the Terrestiial and Celestial ; the former is sup- 
posed to represent the earth, and the latter the 
heavens. 



TERRESTRIAL GLOBE. 

The Terrestrial Globe is a representation of 
the surface of the earth, having the seas and dif- 
ferent countries delineated on its surface, according 
to their relative size, form, and situation. 

The Axis is an imaginary line, passing through 
the centre of the globe, on which it turns. The 
extreme points of the axis are called the poles ; the 
upper the north pole, and the lower the south pole. 

The Equator is a supposed circle of the earth, 
equally distant from both poles, and dividing the 
globe into two equal parts, the one called the nor- 
tibern, and the other the southern hemispheres. 

The Equator is divided into one hundred and 
eighty degrees each way, or three hypdred and 
sixty in the circumference. 

The Meridians are those circles which pass 
from pole to pole, and divide the globe into the 
eastern and western hemispheres. The brass circle 
is an universal meridian, on which are marked the 
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degrees of latitude, whicb are counted northward 
from the equator to the north pole, and southward 
from the equator to the south pole. 

There are generally twenty-four meridian lines 
marked on the globes, one through every fifteen 
degrees^ corresponding to the twenty-four hours of 
the day. They are so called, because when the 
sun is to the south part of either of these circles, 
it is then merides or mid-day, to all those places 
situated under the line. 

The Wooden Horizon which surrounds the 
globe, is divided into three parts ; the upper surface 
represents the true horizon, and is marked with all 
the letters on the mariner *8 compass 5 the next 
contains the twelve signs of the zodiac, through 
which the sun or earth revolves in the year, these 
are subdivided into degrees 3 the third is a calendar 
of the months and days. 

The Hour Circle, fitted to the north pole, is 
divided into twice twelve hours ; the twelfth hour 
at noon is upon the upper part of the circle at the 
meridian, and the twelfth hour at night is upon 
the lower part towards the horizon. 

The Quadrant of Altitude is a narrow strip 
of thin brass, divided into ninety degrees of the 
same size as the equinoctial line. It is used in 
measuring the distance of places, the altitudes of 
stars, &c. 

The earth's surface is likewise divided into five 
zones 3 namely, one torrid, two temperate^ and 
two frigid zones. 
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The ToRRTD Zone extends 23 1 degrees from 
each side of the equator, to the tropic of cancer 
northward, to the tropic of Capricorn southward, 
making in the whole 47 degrees. 

The two Temperate Zones lie between the 
tropics and the polar circles on each side of the 
equator, being 43 degrees each. 

The two Frigid Zones lie between the polar 
circles and the poles, extending in each direction 
23 § degrees. 

The Cahdinal Points are the four principal 
points of the horizon ; namely, north, south, east, 
and west. 

The Zenith is an imaginary point in the hea- 
vens, directly over our heads j hence every time 
we change our place, we change our zenith also. 

The Nadir is an imaginary point directly under 
our feet, and consequently diametrically opposite 
to the zenith. 

The Ecliptic is a great circle, intersecting the 
equator obliquely at an angle of 23^ degrees, aud 
representing the path in the heavens, which the 
sun appears to describe by the earth *s annual revo- 
lution round it. Ttiis circle is called ecliptic, 
because the eclipses of the sun and moon occur, 
when the moon is in or near it, so as to intercept 
any portion of the sun*s light. 

The Zodiac is an imaginary belt in the heavens, 
about sixteen degrees wide, within which the pla- 
nets move. Through the middle of it runs the 
ecliptic, or the apparent path of the sun. 
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It is divided into twelve equal parts called ligos, 
and each sign contains thirty degrees, corresponding 
to the twelve months of the year^ and the days of 
the months. 

These signs, with the time of the sun*s entrance 
into them, are as follows : — 
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Virgo 
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Ram 5 March 20 
Bull; April 20 
Twins; May 21 
Crah; June 21 

Lion ; July 23 

Virgin ; August 23 

Balance ; Sept. 23 
Scorpion ; Oct. 23 
Archer; Nov. 22 
Goat; December 22 
Waterman; Jan. 20 
Fishes; February 19 

The two CoLURES are two meridians passing 
through the poles ; one of them, through the equi- 
noctial points of Aries and Libra, and therefore 
called the equinoctial colure, the other through the 
solistical points of Cancer and Capricorn, aud there- 
fore called the solistical colure. 

The Tropics are two circles parallel to the 
equator, at twenty-three degrees and a half distance 
from it ; the one on the north side is called the 
tropic of Cancer, that on the south ^the tropic of 
Capricorn. 

The Polar Circles^ the arctic and antarcfic 
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are parallel to the tropics, and twenty-three and a 
half degrees distant from the poles. 

The circumference of the globe is divided into 
three hundred and sixty degrees^ and each degree 
contains sixty geographical minutes, or sixty-nine 
and a half english miles. Half the circumference 
IS one hundred and eighty degrees, and a quarter 
is ninety degrees. 

The Latitude of a place is its distance from the 
equator to either pole, reckoned in degrees and 
minutes, and it may be ninety degrees north or south. 

The Longitude is the distance from any par- 
ticular meridian. English geographers take their 
first meridian from London or Greenwich, and 
reckon the distance of places east or west, from 
thence. The longitude is reckoned in degrees and 
minutes at the equator, and may extend to one 
hundred and eighty degrees, east or west. 

The degrees of longitude diminish as they 
approach the poles i hence in sixty degrees of lati- 
tude, a degree of longitude is but half the quantity 
of a degree on the equator, and so on for the others. 

Longitude may be converted into time, by allow- 
ing fifteen degrees to an hour 3 hence every degree 
will answer to four minutes of time, and fifteen 
seconds of a degree will answer to one minute of 
time, &c.

Find the Antipodes to Calcutta, Lisbon, Constantinople, 
Botany Bay, Pekin, Canton, Tripoli, Quito, Leghorn, 
Rome, Tunis, Borneo. 



Problem XVI. — To find at what hour the sun 
rises and sets any day in the year. 

Rule. — Rectify the globe for the latitude of 
the place you are in 5 bring the sun*s place to the 
brass meridian^ and set the index to twelve 3 turn 
the 8un*s place to the eastern edge, of the horizon, 
and the index will point to the hour of rising ; then 
bring it to the western edge of the horizon and 
die index will show the time of setting. 

Examples* 

Thus on the 12th of November the sun rises at half past 
seven o'clock in the morning, and sets at half past four in 
the evening.

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At what hour does the Bun rise and set at Paris, Londtm, 
and Petersburg on January 21st9 May lOth, April lOtli, 
July 15th, June 4th, September 24th, October 22nd, 
November 8th, August 8th, December 22nd, February 
14th, March 15. 



Pboblem XVII.— 7o find the length of the day 
and night at any time of the year. 

Rule. — Double the time of the 8un*s rising which 
gives the length of the night, double the time of 
the setting and it gives the length of the day. 

Examples^ 

Thus on the 12th of November the sun rises at half past 
seven in the mdrning, and sets at half past four in the 
evening ; the length of the night at that time, is twice 
seven and a half, or fifteen hours ; the length of the day- 
is twice four and a half, or nine hours. 

Name the length of the day and night on October 24th, 
December 21st, May 10th, July 6th, November 10th, 
March 22nd, June 4th, June 24th. 



Problem XVIII. — To find all those places in 
which a solar eclipse will be visible. 

Rule. — ^Find the place to which the sun is verti- 
cal at the time of eclipse, and bring it to the zenith, 
or top of the globe, then to all those places above the 
w^ooden horizon if the eclipse be large, will a psrt 
of the sun appear visibly obscured. 

Examples: 

Thus on the 17th of August there was an eclippe of tlie 
sun at about seven in the morning, which was visible to 
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nearly all Europe^ Asia, and Africa, it being vertical to 
Hiodoostan. 

The sun was eclipsed September 7th, 1820, abont half 
past one at noon ; to what places was it visible ? 

The sun was eclipsed April S2Bd, 1715^; to what part of 
the globe was it visible ? " 



Problem ,XIX.— To find those places to which 
a lunar eclipse is visible. 

Bule.-^Bnng the Antipodes of the place to 
which the sud is vertical^ to the zenith : the eclipse 
will be visible to all those places above the horizon. 

Examples. 

Thus, on the 26th of January there was an eclipse of 
the moon at eight in tl^e evening. To what places was it 
visible ? 

March 29th, there was an eclipse at half past six in the 
evening. To what places was it visible t 



Problem XX. — To find the angle of positio7i 
between any two places or the angle made by the 
meridian of one place, and a great circle passing 
ihrough both of them. 

Rule. — Elevate the globe for the latitude of one 
of the places, which bring to the .brass meridian -, 
screw the quadrant of altitude over it^ and extend 
it from thence to the other place 5 then the point 
on the horizon opposite to that cut by the quadrant 
will g!vc the angle of position. 
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Exampki. 

London bebg brought to the brass meridian, and the 
edge of tbe quadrant of aldtude laid to Jerusidem, the 
angle of position will be 70^ south i

ON THE CEtiESTIAL GLOBE. 

The Celestial Globe is a representation of 
the heavens^ having the fixed stars drawn npon it 
according to their natural order and situation ; and 
as the terrestrial globe^ by turning on its axis re- 
presents the diurnal motion of the earthy so the 
celestial glohe^ by turning on its axis^ shows the 
apparent motion of the heavens. 

OU. The twelve signs of the zodiac have been already 
noticed. 

The Cardinal points in the heavens are the 
Zenith, the Nadir^ and where the sun rises and sets. 

The Celestial meridians are lines drawn 
from pole to pole^ and intersecting the equinoctial 
line. They are also called circles of declination^ 

The Poles of the ecliptic^ are those points on 
whfch the meridians meet on each side of the 
fTlobe^ and are ninety degrees distant from every 

*t of the ecliptic. , 
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The SoLisTicAL POINTS, are the first points of 
Cancer and Capricorn. , 

The Equinoctial points, are the first points of 
Aries and Libra. 

The Constellations occupy the whole surface 
of the globe, and are divided into the northern, the 
southern, and those of the zodiac. 

Right Ascension of a star is that degree of 
the equinoctial which is cut by the brass meridian, 
when the star is brought to the meridian, and is 
reckoned from the first point of Aries eastward quite 
round the globe. It is the same as the longitude 
of a place on the terrestrial globe. 

Declination is the distance of a star from the 
equinoctial, north or south, reckoned upon th^ 
meridian, and corresponds with the latitude of a 
place on the terrestrial globe. 

Oblique Ascension is that point of the equi- 
noctial, counted in degrees from Aries, which is 
intersected by the horizon, when the sun or star is 
setting. 

Ascensional Difference is the difference 
between the right and oblique ascensions. 

The Rising of a celestial body is when its centre 
appears in the eastern part of the horizon. 

Culminating is when it comes to the meridian. 

Setting, when its centre disappears in the 
western horizon. 

Altitude of the sun or star is an arch of a ver- 
tical circle, contained between ^the centre of the 
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given body and the horizon. When the sun or 
star is upon the meridian^ this arch is called the 
meridian altitude. 

Amplitudb is the distance of the sun or star 
from the east or west point of the horizon^ at the 
time of rising or setth^. 

Azimuth is the distance of a vertical circle pass- 
ing through any object in the heavens^ and the 
north and south points of the horizon.

Pboblbm II. — To find the ioHtude and longi'- 
tude of anff star. 

* Stars are classed according to their apparent magni- 
tude, and are usually represented on globes by letters in . 
the order of the Greek alphabet; as,«a p y, &c. eones- 
ponding to sUrs of the Ist, 2nd, drd, 4th, 5th, and 6th 
nmgnitud^ 
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Rule. — ^Bring the pole of the ecKptic^ which is 
in the same hemisphere as the given star^ to the 
hrass meridian^ and screw over it the quadrant of 
altitude^ and lay its graduated edge on the star -, 
then the degree of the quadrant cut hy the star will 
be the latitude^ and the degree of the ecliptic cut 
by the quadrant will be the longitude required. 

Examples, 

Thus, the latitade and longitude of a in Caois Minor 
jbW south, and lia^' longitude. 

What are the latitude and longitude of Aldebarani 
•Regulus in Leo ? a in Sagitarius 1 j3 in Persus 1 



Problem III. — To find the right ascension of 
the sun or any star. 

Rule. — Bring the sun*s place or star to the brass 
meridian^ and the number of degrees on the equa- 
tor cut by the meridian^ is the light ascension. 

Example. 

Thus, the sun's right ascension on the 24tH of June is 
930, and on the 24th of December 273(). 

What is the sun's right ascension on May 25th 1 Febru- 
ary 2nd ? December 3rd ? of j3 in Leo 1 in Taurus ? 
Regulus in Leo ? 



Problem IV. — To find the rising, culminating, 
and setting of the sun, or any star. 

Rule. — ^Rectify the globe to the given latitude, 
bring the sun*s place in the ecliptic to the meiidian, 
and set the index to 12. Then turn the globe, till 
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, the giv«n body comes to the eastern point ot the 
horizon^ and the index will show the time of its 
rising. ^ Bring the body to the meridian^ and the 
index will show the time of its calminating or 
soothing. Bring the body to the western horizon, 
and the index shows the time of its setting* Thus 
the time of the sun's rising and setting may be 
found. 

Note. If you tarn tb« globe about its axis, those stars 
which do not descend below the horizon nerei set at that 
place, and those which do not ascend above it, never rise 
there. 

Example. 

At what time does the sun rise and set at London on 
May 22Dd ; December 8th ; August 6th ; October 14th T 

At what time is the rising, culminating, and setting of 
a in Gemini, at Rome, on the 24th of May ; Murach u\ 
Andromeda, 20th of June ; athe Pleiades in Taurus at 
Madrid, 6th of July* 



Problem V. — To find on what day of the year 
any star passes the meridian at a given hour. 

Rule. — Bring the star to the meridian, and set 
the index to the given time ; then turn the globe 
till the index points to the upper 12 j the degree 
of the ecliptic cut by the meridian is the sun*s place. 
Find on the horizon the day and month an^iirering 
to that degree, and it is the day required. 

Example. 

On what day does Spica VirgiiUs in Virgo, come to the 
meridian at 9 In the evening ? 
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^fw. On the ftbth. of November. 

Arcturus in Bootes, at 10 in the evening, fuid 5 in the 
morning? 

Altair in Sai^tarius at noon, and at 11 in the evening ? 

Maricab in Pegasus at 7 in the morning, and at 5 iii tiie • 
evening? 



Pboblem VI. To represent the face of the 

heavens at any given time orphice, so as to he able 
to point out all the constellations and principal stars 
there visible. 

Rule. ^Elevate the globe to the latitude of the 

place, and set it due north and sou^h. Find the 
sun's place in the ecliptic for the given day, bring 
it to the meridian, and set the index to 12 at noon ; 
turn the globe westward till the index points to the 
given hour, then the surface of the globe represents 
the exact face of the heavens at the given place. 

Example 

Let the learner represent the face of the heavens at eight 
o'clock in the evening of the 2nd of December. 

At ten o'clock the 7th of August, and i26th of March. 

At eight o'clock the 12th of November, and 1st of May. 

Note. For various astronomical explanations, see 
Bruce's Treatise on the Globes.

' Centrifugal Force. — That which impels any body 
to recede from the centre. 

CentrvpetaL—Yifasmg a tendency to the centre. 

Cusp, — The horns of the moon. 

Culminate, — A star is said to culminate when it 
• appears in the meridian. 

Cosmical, — ^Rising or setting with the sun. 

Conjunction. — 'There may be a conjunction of the 
sun and a planet 5 or of the planets with each 
other. — When two or more planets are in the 
same part of the zodiac, they are said to be 
in conjunction with' each other; a planet is 
in conjunction with the sun, when it comet 
between the sun and the earth. This is termed 
an inferior conjunction ; if the sun be between 
the planet and the earth, it is called a superior 
conjunction.

Hhliocentric Motion. — ^The motion which a planet 
would appear to have, if seen from the sun. 
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H«fo.-*-A circle which sometimes surrounds the 
moon* 

/for^.— The extremity of the decreasing, or locreas- 
ing moon. 

Hemi Cycle, — Half the sun or moon's cycle. 

Intercalary Day, — ^That day which, every leap 
year, is added to the month of Fehruary. 

Immersion, — When one planet comes within] the 
shadow of another, as in an eclipse. 

Limb of a Planet, — ^The utmost border of the sun 
or moon's disk. 

Mazzaroth, — ^The Zodiao. ^ « 

Lunar Month, — ^The space of twenty nine days, 
twelve hours, and forty four minutes, in which 
time the moon completes her daily revolution on 
her axis. 

Solar JHonth.'-^The time in which the sun seems 
to pass through one sign of the zodiac, being 
thirty days, ten hours and a half. 

Synodical Month. — ^The interval of time from one 
conjunction of the sun and moon to another. 

Occultation of a PJone^.-^The time in which it is 
hidden from our sight by an eclipse. 

Opposition, — ^When the earth is beneath the sun 
and any of the planets,' that planet so situated is 
said to be in opposition tp the sun $ and the 
planets are said to be in opposition to each other, 
when in opposite parts of the zodiac, or 180 
degrees^asunder.

Parrallax. — ^The difference between the true and 
apparent place of a planet. 

Phases of the Moon, — Its different appearances 
according to the quarter it is in.

Perigee. — That part of a planet's orbit in which it 
is nearest to the earth. 

Parhelion. — A . mock sun caused by the reflection 
of the true sun in a cloud. 

Penumbra. — A faint shadow^ which in an eclipse 
is observed between the full light and the perfect 
shadow. 

Quadrature. — ^The first and last quarter of^ the 

moon. 
Quartile of the Planets. --An aspect of the planets 

when they are ninety degrees (or three signs of 

the zodiac) distant from each other. 
Revolution of a Planet. — The time it takes to com- 
plete its course round the sun. 
Eevolntion of a Planet on its ori*.— Its turning ^ 

round like a wheels at the same time that it 

moves forward in its orbit 
Sextile of the Planets. ^Tht distance of sixty 

degrees (or two signs) between two planets. 
Semi Sextile.-^Tht distance of thirty degrees, or 

one sign. 
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Semi Quadrate. — Thf distance of forty five degrees 
between tbe planets. 

Transit of a Planet, — Is when, in conjunction 
either of Mercury, or Venus, with the sun, the 
planet in conjunction crosses any considerable 
part of the sun's face, appearing on its surface 
like a dark, round spot. 

Trine. — An aspect of the planets, when one hnn- 
dred and twenty degrees, or four signs of the 
zodiac asunder.
